“Confession” of Negro That He wae Mrs. 
Colllas Murderer not Belleved. 


The confession of William Pratt has 
caused the friends of Elmer Collins, 
husband of the murdered woman, who 
was afrested for the crime, to feel con- 
fidant. On the other hand?those who 
believe in his guilt are equally sure 
that only another blunder has been 
made by private detectives. 

Pratt is an igncrant but yicious 
negro who is known to the authorities 
on the Peninsula, having been at dif. 
ferent times in custody in counties of 
both Maryland and Delaware. It is 
claimed that his alleged confession was 
extorted from him by detectives em- 
ployed in Collins“ interest. 

The 5 year-old daughter of Eimer 
Collins, was questioned a few days ago 
and her aunts were not permitted to 
prompt her, 

Who dressed you the mornin your 
mamma died?” 

“Papa.” 

Who got your breakfast?” 

“Papa.” 

“Did you see your mamma that mourn- 
ing?” 

“No, sir; papa said she had gone out 
to look for greens for dinner.” 

Hazel, the daughter, isa bright lit- 
tle girl. This development is most 
damaging, as Collins swore the family 
ate breakfast together. 

Mra, George Henry, who lives im- 
mediately across the road from the 
Collins home, and who plainly showed 
that she was not telling all she knew at 
the coroner’s inquest, is now reported 
to have said: 

“I can’t keep it any longer. I went 
over to Mts, Collins’ house on Friday 
night before the murdered body was 
found. She seemed troubled. Noticing 
a bruised place on her face, I asked; 
Why, Ilda, what is the trouble!“ The 
poor soul burst inte tears and said; 
‘Why, Elmer struck me,’ That was the 
last time I saw her alive. I was up the 
next morning and saw Elmer stirring 
around, but saw nothing of his wile.” 

While James Ratledge, State detec- 
tive, was searching for evidence in the 
Collins murder case, a thief entered 
his room at the Laure! Hotel and stole 
$140. The detective has moved his 
lodging place to the Henry farmhouse, 
across the road from the scene of the 
murder, where he will continue his 
investigations. 

Frank Dimaio, superintendent of the 
Philadelphia” branch of Pinkerton de- 
tectives, who was secured by. the 
friends of Collins, has now been se- 
cured by the State. He arrived in 
Georgetown and began work on the 
case last Thuraday. Dimaio is said to 
bethe man who secured the alleged 
confession from the negre, William 
Pratt. 

Collins is still tiliing the soil on his 
farm as if nothing had happened. He 
does not sleep in his house, however, 
but at sundown leaves for the home of 
hia wife's father. The two children, 
Catherine and Hasel, are at the same 
house

Miss Helen M. Stone Returns, 


Miss Helen M. Stone, the missionary, 
who was captured by brigands in Bul- 
garia and held for a large ransom, 
which it was impossible to raise, her 
captors finally accepting $65,000, which 
sum was subscribed mainly through 
the efforts of the Christian people of 
America, has returned to the home of 
her mother in Chelsea, Mass, Miss 
Stone’s companion, Mme. Tsilka, was 
also captu at the same time and 
when the missionary’s release was 
effected Mme. Tsilka was also liberated. 
Mies Stone gave the following account 
ofthe hardships endured during her 
captivity: 

“Usually our halting places were in 
huts or caves, and sometimes, when 
wearied to a point where it seemed 
that we could move no further, there 
would comea sharp whistle and we 
would be hurried on. The food they 
gave us, I think, was generally better 
than they had themselyes, and usually 
they permitted us to eat first. But the 
threats and taunts that were given us 
daily were sometimes almost unbear- 
able, * there were never any acts of 
— — cruelty beyond the terrible hard- 

ps. 

‘“Bometimes we feared violence. Once 
I fell into a hole and sprained my knee, 
and I was treated savagely. 3 
before our release they came to us and, 
pointing to both Mme. Tsilka and my- 
self, said: It the money is not in our 
hands in 20 days there isa bullet for 

ou, and for you.’ We knew by their 

ideous faces that they spoke the 
truth But within 20 days the $65,000 
came and we were released. 

“Seven weeks before we were fieed 
Mme. Tsilka gave birth to a dear little 
black-eyed girl baby, and after that our 
lot was a little easier, because all Turks 
have a great fear of a curse that they 


think will fall u them if they harm 
a mother with = bal k”

TANGIER ISLAND. 


Some lateresting Facts About An Unique 
* Community. 


Tanger was named by Capt. John 
Smith on his first trip up the Chesa- 
peake, in 1607, after and island of the 
same name on the coast of Afriea. On 
the east side lie the waters of Tangier 
Sound, on the west, north and south 
the Cheepeake Bay. In these waters are 
the gifts of a benevolent Providence to 
those whoee hands are skilled to take 
them from the deep. The oyster sea- 
son closed last Friday. The business 
now is fishing, and the writer has seen 
here some of the finest shad and rock 
he ever looked upon. One of the fisher- 
men caught a few days ago a sturgeon 
for which he received 818. They get 
as high as §40, if the roe is good. 

There is only one horse on the island, 
and there are but two colored citizens, 
one of whom was raised aslave in Ken- 
tucky, fought for the Union during the 
Civil War, and at the end of the strife 
came here and took up his residence. 
Heisa member of the M. E. Church, 
and a consistent and liberal one, too. 
The other colored man came here on 
an oysterboat a few years ago, and now 
owns a fine canoes, in which he ferries 
goods from the steamboat wharf to the 
shore. 

The island people appear to be quiet 
and law-abiding. I doubt whether 
another place can be found where 1,800 
people live so closely together with no 
civil officer save a magistrate in their 
midst. There is not a constable on the 
island. 

A liquor saloon has never been able 
to exist here. In 1896 a vote was tak- 
en in Accomac county on the question 
of license or no license for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, and the vote of 
Tangier saved the county from the 
saloon for two years. In 1898 à vote 
was taken again, and Tangier past only 
five votes for license. 

This island appears to have remained 
in the possession of red men until 1666, 
whens Mr. West from the mainland, 
purchesed it for two overcoats. Mr. 
West sold part of it to John Crockett, 
said to haye been related to Davy 
Crockett. The name “Crockett” has 

been so perpetuated that mow one- 
fourth of the people bear the name. A 
Mr. Watts, after whom a small island 
near here is named, has the credit of 
being the first to seek to educate this 
people, his books baing the prayerbook 
and Psalms, The first Bible is said to 
have been received on the island as 
follows: In 1725 Thomas Crockett 
was fishing, when a veæel from Eng- 
land came nearand bought some of 
his fish, and then secured his services 
asa pilot to enter Tangier harbor, for 
which services Capt. Beverly gave Mr. 

Crockett a Bible. This book has done

A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Young Soo of Mr. Wilson Wright Dies 
From Injuries By a Runaway 
Horse.

Pave the Streets. 


Salisbury, Md., May Sch., 1002. 

Mr. Editor:—At the last session of 
the Legislature a law was passed, pro 
viding for the paving of the streets of 
Salisbury, with brick, on petition of 
the majority of property owners on the 
Street. As the matter of such improve- 
ment is of general interest I have bees 
investigating, and find from the state- 
ments of the Boards of Public Works 
of twenty cities, having one hundred 
and seventy four miles of streets paved 
with brick that the average costof so 
paving, is $1.50 per square yard—An 
napolis in our own State, has started in 
the line of brick paved streets, and I am 
informed that the cost there ranged 
from $1.45 to $195 per square yard. 
These streeta of Annapolis are well laid 
and attract attention and favorable 
comment from all visitors 

Why should not Salisbury make a 
start in this direction, commencing on 
some one street, preferably on Main 
Street, it being the business street? 
Would not its being so paved add to the 
beauty, and reflect credit, on our City. 

As Í understand the recent law the 
cost of such paving in our City is to be 
paid, one half by the City, and half by 
the owners of property on street, ac 
cording to frontage. 

Now Main Street is forty fiet wide, 
and taking 81.80 aa the cost per square 
yard of such paving, it would cost for 
every forty lineal feet of said street 
$268.60 of which the City would y 
8184.80 and each owner of forty feet 
front $67.15 and same proportion ac 
cording to number of feet frontage, | 
the cost to property owners being 81887 
for each front foot. 

While oyster shells make good roads 
and street beds, they will not sustain 


the wear and teer of heavy and contin 
uous hauling. Besides where the streets 
are being continuously sprinki-d on the 
business streets the water rote the shells 
and makes erosion more rapid. It will 
be economy to put down a substantial 
and durable street bed. On Main and 
parts of Division Street the traffic is 
equal to the generality ofthe business 
streets of Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
Why should not a start be made?

This slate was agreed upon by the 
delegation after a conference lasting 
two hours, The meeting was not en 
tirely harmonious, but it ia understood 
that the selections were in accerdance 
with the wishes of the President, as 
well as Senator McComas and his fol- 
lowers in the delegation, and they were 
accordingly adopted. 

DISCORD IN THE MEETING. 

The chief feature of the discord in 
the meeting was the pressure brought 
to bear upon the delegation by Repre- 
sentative William H. Jackson, of the 
Eastern Shore, to appoint his brother, 
Wilbur F. Jackson, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue. This selection was 
shelved and as a result Mr. Jackson re- 
fused to name any other candidate fer 
that office or for any other office. In a 
word, Mr. Jackson practically with- 
drew from the conference. 

Another selection which carries with 
it an element of dissatisfaction is that 
of Mr. Bowling for the sub-treasurer- 
ship. This is a selection credited to 
Representative Sidney E. Mudd's dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Mudd desired Mr. Bowling’s ap- 
pointment as Surveyor of the Port, bht 
the majority of the delegation did not 
see their way clear to approye such a 
selection. Finding that he could not 
secure the office he particularly desir 
ed, Mr. Mudd decided to accept the sub- 
treasurership for his candidate. He

Maryland Crop Condisions. 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Climate and Crop Bulletin of the 
Weather Bureau, Maryland and Dela 
ware Section, week ending Monday, 
May Sth, says: 

“In the way of work farmers have 
devoted their time very largely to pre- 
paring land for corn and in planting 
the crop. As the rains occurred mostly 
in the evening and at night, scarcely 
any interruptions occurred, and very 
decided progrens was made. In the 
uplands, where earlier drought condi 
tions had delayed plowing, the week 
was given over to breaking the soil, but 
in the mellow lands wliere the soil had 
already been turned a considerable 
acreage of corn was planted, Plowing, 
harrowing, and planking are now going 
on together in all parts of the section, 
except in Garrett County where, in 
some localities, none of the crop will be 
Rutin until about the 12th to 15th of 
May. The soil is now in splendid con- 
dition for working, although on some 
uplands more rain would be welcome. 
Some of the early corn is up to good 
stands in Dorchester County. Wheat 
and rye have materially improved 
during the week, although both crops, 
and especially the late sown wheat, are 
still below an average condition, As 
stated im previous bulletins, some of 
late sown wheat fields have been plow- 
ed up and planted with other crops, 
Early sown wheat on rich soll is now 
taking on a heavy growth, but the late 
corn land wheat continues to, show 
thin stands. The warm weather and 
showers of the week have been very 
beneficial to grasses, and stock is being 
turned into pasture in all districts, 
except in parte of Garrett County 
whore it will be probably a week before 
the grazing lands can be depended upon 
for sustenance, The spring sowing of 
clover has revived wonderfully, and 
shows & great improvement over its 
condition a week or two ago. Much of 
the timothy on old sod continues back- 
ward, but a general though slight im- 
provement is observed. Some oats aro 
still sown in the extreme west, but 
elsewhere this work is over. The crop 
is coming np nieely from Frederick 


> County eastward; some of the early 


sown suffered during the dry weather, 
but the recent rains have been 
in bringing the crop

A Nanticoke «riter to the Baliimo e 
News, esays:—Hollani’s Island will 
cease to play a part in the geography 
of the state if these tides are not soon 
checkmated. The island particularly 
the ridge, which is the only available 
building land, bas perceptibly diminish- 
ed during the paxtfew years in spite of 
precau ions of great labors and expense. 
With the exception of this ridge of not 
100 yards in width, the entirs island 1 
submerged at every high tide, by whith 
the opening and closing of church and 
school are regulated.

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[DEATH OF ADMIRAL SAMPSON, 


Died ia Washiegion Last Tuesday 
Afteracos. 


oat Admiral William T. Sampedn, 
retired, died at his home in Washing- 
ton, D. C. at 5 o'clock Tuesday after 
noon. The immediate cause of his 
death was a severe cerebral heimor- 
rhage. He had been in a semi-conacious 
state for several days, and Tuesday 
forenoon suffered a severe cerebral 
hemorthage. 

For neaily a yedr it has been known 
to Admiral Sampeon's physicians and 
family that his death was a question of 
a comparatively brief time. Before 
then, however, he had been in poor 
health, and while he was able to per- 
form in some measure the duties of his 
position at the Boston yard, those close 
to him began to suspect that his? mind 
was giving away. 

At the bedside, when the admiral 
breathed his last, were Mrs. Sampson, 
Mrs. Lieutenant Cluverius, the admir- 
al’s married daughter; Admiral Samp- 
son's two young sons, Ralph and Har- 
old Sampson, Dr. Dixon, the attending 
physician, and nurees and attendants. 

Mre. Sampeon has broken down 
under the severe strain, and was quite 
iil during the day. But for the criti- 
cal condition of the admiral she would 
have been confiued to her bed. 

Admiral William Thomas Sampson 
was born February 9, 1840, at Palmyra, 
N. Y. His father was about the poor- 
est man in Palmyra. William spent 
much of his boyhood tramping from 
farmhouse to farmhouse with his 
father, asking fora day's work. Be- 
tween chores he studied with all the 
earnestness and concentration that 
was the secret of all the successes 
which game to him as a man. He 
studied late at night until his mother 
dragged him to bed. 

The boy's efforts to make the most of 
his slender opportunity for study at- 
tracted attention, and Congressman 
Morgan was persuaded to appoint the 
young man a naval cadet in 1857. 

Four yeara later, after a record in the 
Naval Academy that put him at the 
head of his class, he became a mid- 
shipman and went off to war. 

In August, 1878, he was commis- 
joned-commander, and his first ship 
was the Aleit. He spent several years 
at sa and at the naval observatory.

McCOMAS’ LOGIC. 

The Evening Bulletia of Philadel- 
phis, comments as follows: 

Senator MoComas, of Maryland, in a 
speech in the Senate, has taken to task 
the Democrats who have denounced 
American soldiers in the Philippines 
with charges of barbarity and inhu- 
manity. He declared that the soldiers 
who have been guilty of cruelty or 
crimes will be punished, and then 
wanted to know whether his Democrat- 
io hearers could say the same of their 
constituents who practice or share in 
the enormities of lynching. 

The burden of Senator McC omas’ 
speech was largely that soldiers in war 
are excusable for atrocities when their 
countrymen at home and in peace may 
be charged with offences similar in 
kind, not only against inferior races 
butegainst their own. Thus he said: 

“Lat us not forget that in our pros 
pérous land, blessed with peace, during 
sixteen years, more than 2,500 lynch- 
ings have occured, and that sixty-one 
of the victims were women; that only 
one-fourth of these executions by mob 
were incited by the most fiendish 
crime, which so strongly tempts men to 
inflict summary punishment without 
authority of law. Let us not forget 
that nearly a thousand of the victims 
were white men, Indians, Chinese or 
Mexicans.” 

But what hind of reading must this 
be when it is translated and falls into 
the hands of Filipinos? What must 
be their opinion of a country in which 
one of ite states men, in order to defend 
its soldiers, must arraign ite civilians) 
There is enough in Senator McComas’ 
speech, although he may not altogether 
have had that intention, to cause 
Americans to put on their thinking 
caps before they become too proud of 
thelr superiority over the Filipinos in 
Ohristisnity and civilization, -

It has developed that sympathizing 
frends are about to have Waite re- 
leased from Georgetown jail on bail.

THE LEGISLATURE’S FUTURE HOME. 


Plaus for New Building Accepted by 
Building Commission. 


Every indication points to the fact 
that the next legislature of Maryland 
will occupy new and commodious 
quarters, The. Executive Cammittea 
of the Statehousé Annex Building 
Commission ata meeting held in Balti 
more Monday accepted the plans pre- 
pared by Messrs, Baldwin & Penning- 
ton, architects, for the proposed addi- 
tion to the Statehouse, The plans 
were in the rough, but gave a good idea 
of what the finished plans would be. 
A meeting of the entire commission 
was held at Annapolis on Thursday for 
consideration of the plans, 

The proposed addition, which will 
join the original Statehouse, will face 
the Court ef Appeaie Building now in 
the course of construction. The present 
annex tothe Statehouse will be razed. 

The entrance to the annex will be by 
means of a marble portico, the steps 
leading thereto branching both to the 
right and Jeft. This portico, which 
will extend the entire height of the 
building and have six full pillars, 
gothic caps and surrounded by an en- 
tablature. 

The building will have a basement 
and two stories. Except the base, 
which will be of stone, the building 
will be of brick specially made, to as to 
harmonize with the old structure. On 
the first floor will be the Senate cham- 
ber, 45 feet equare, and the hall of the 
House of Delegates, 50 feet by 58 feet, 
with large surrounding galleries in 
each House on the second floor. 

The legislative halls will extend to 
the roof, and will be lighted through 
akylighte during the day and electric 
lights on the ceilings when artificial 
light is required. Committee rooma 
will be placed on each of the three 
floors, and other rooms for the presid- 
ing officers, toilet rooms, etc., will also 
be arranged for.

ST. PIERRE DESTROYED. 


The Entire City Has Been Buried 
Under Burning Lava. 


FORTY THOUSAND PEOPLE WERE 
ROASTED TO DEATH IN THE 
FIERY DELUGE. 


Fort De France, Is:and of Martl- 
nique, May 12.—Advices received here 
yesterday from the vicinity of St 
Pierre, ten miles from here, contain 
further details of the terrible volcanic 
upheaval, which resulted in the utter 
destruction of that town and the death 
of nearly all its inhabitants,

slightest danger. On that day a 
stream of bolling lava burst through 
the top of the crater and plunged into 
the valley of the river Blanche, over- 
whelming the Guerin sugar works and 
killing 23 work people and the son of 
the proprietor. 

A commission was appointed by the 
governor gt. lnvestigate the outbreak, 
and it returned a reassuring report on 
Wednesday evening. But about 8 
o'clock on Thursday morning a shower 
of fire rushed down on St. Pierre and 
the coast from La Carbet, which had 
a population of 6,500, to Le Pecheur, 
which had a population of 4,000, burn- 
ing up everything in its path. 

Throughout Thursday the heat in 
the vicinity of St. Pierre was so in- 
tense and the stream of flowing lava 
was so unremitting that it was im- 
possible to approach the town during 
the early part of the day. As evening 
approached the French cruiser Suchet, 
after a heroic battle with the heat, 
suffocation and sulphur fumes, suc- 
ceeded in making a dash toward the 
shore, nearing the land close enough 
to enable her to take off 30 survivors 
of the disaster, all of whom were hor 
ribly burned and mutilated. St. Pierre 
at that time was an absolute smoking 
waste, concealing 30,000 corpses, 
whose decomposition necessitated in 
some cases instantly completing their 
cremation, which was only partially 
accomplished by the lava. Not a house 
in St. Pierre is standing, the entire 
city being consumed and buried. 

The inhabitants of Fort De France 
were panic-stricken the morning of the 
disaster, when the sky suddenly black- 
ened and it was at dark as at mid- 
night. The sea shrank back 30 yards, 
and hot rain begain to fall, while 
gravel, the size of walnuts, poured 
down on the town. This lasted about 
15 minutes. 

Briefly put, last Thursday morning 
the city of St. Pierre disappeared 
within ten minutes In a whirlwind of 
fire vomited from Mont Pelee; 30,000 
persons were instantly and horribly 
killed, and the volcano whose ancient 
crater for more than 50 years had 
been occupied by a quiet lake, in which 
pienic parties bathed, suddenly dis 
charged a torrent of fiery mud, which 
rolled towards the sea, engulfing 
everything before it. Then the last ol 
cable communication was broken, and 
the doomed city was isolated from the 
world, 

The Associated Press steamer near 
ed Martinique at 6.30 Sunday morn: 
ing. The island, with its lofty bills, 
was hidden behind a huge veil of vio 
let or leaden colored hase. Enormous 
quantities of the wreckage of largi 
and shall ships and houses strewed 
the surface of the sea. Huge trees, 
and too often bodies, with flocks of sea 
gulls eo@ring above, and hideous 
sharks fighting about them, were 
floating here are there. 

The city of St. Pierre stretched 
nearly two miles along the water 
front and halt a mile back to a cliff 
at the base of the volcano. The still 
smoking volcano towered above the 
ash-covered hills, The ruin’ were 
burning in many places, and frightful 
odors of burned flesh filled the alr.

“Salisbury boasts of beauty, comfort 
and commerce and justly may the city 
claim preeminence in this trinity of 
blessings by nature bestowed. In 
beauty it stands unquestionably un- 
surpassed; in comfort unequalled; in 
commercial and industrial development 
unrivalled by any other city in the 
state save one. Whatever else it has in 
its favor, and it has much, in these 
three characteristics, covering as they 
do so important a range of advantages, 
it excels all other cities of its size any- 
where in the Union. 

Salisbury began existence years ago 
with a little saw mill and for many 
years the name of the milling plant 
was practically synonomous with the 
growth of the town. The real growth 
started with the 80's at which time 
about 800 people comprised the popula 
tion. Itis repreeented teday by over 
5.000. This marvelous change from 
an unmolested village to a modern, 
enterprising city was the achievement 
ofa few years. It was accomplished 
quickly and boldly, but fortunately 
haste produced no blundera to mar the 
symmetrical significance Like the 
national capital, it was designed with 
& prophetic and far seeing judgment, 
and the plans, outlined on an artistic 
and generous scale, permitted the city 
in its development to have no reason 
to regret the original constructional 
features. The business and residence 
thoroughfares are generous in propor- 
tion, well paved and lighted. There 
are 20 miles of graded streets. Facili- 
ties for transportation are adequate, 
and electric lines now place a number 
of nearby towns within easy access. 
The business blocks would reflect credit 
upon a city many times the size. They 
are constructed of stone and brick and 
provided with every modern conveni 
ence. When they were erected the 
best materials and methods were em 
ployed and as it was only n few years

Trelllsing, Frawing and Mulching 
Raspberries and Dlackberrics, 

One finds scores of country gardens 
whore an attempt has been made in 
previous years to cultivate the rasp 
berry, the blackberry, or perhaps Loth, | 
and where discouragemeut and fa v 
have resulted. A County Gentle 
correspondent thinks it fs possitle so 10 
order a few rows of berry bushes in 
the family garden that they will pro-

duce fruit year after year with little 
attention, given at the right time, and 
be oferas the following hints to that 
effect: 

The old canes or the poorest of them 
must be cut out cach spring. The new 
wood must be thinned to a proper de- 
gree and the tops of all canes cut buck, 
This is but a few moments’ work each 
spring. Now, to save all labor possible 
let the row of bushes be arranged in 
small clumps four feet apart in the 
row aud protected by such a trellis as 
is shown in the sketch. Inch and a 
halt stuff is used for lengthwise and 
upright supports, while the clumps of 
bushes are held in compact shape by} 
two pleces of lath at cach clump, Ata 
distance of four feet the tops will near- 
ly mect each other, while the stalks at 
the ground can be worked nbont with 
case, 

I would cover the entire ground be- 
tween the clumps and between the 
rows if there are two or more of these 
with coarse meadow bay put on thick 
ly. This keeps down the weeds and 
many berry sprouts and keeps the 
ground always porous, moist and cool, 
conditions that are especially attrac- 
tive to raspberry and blackberry plants 
Once a year this mulch will bave to be 
renewed, as it gradually decays and 
becories worked into the soll, adding

Practically, then, the only care tbe 
bushes need is an annual pruning and 
mulching. A little attention now nnd 
then to the few straggling weeds znd 
shoots that force a way up through 
the thick mulch will, of course, be re- 
quired, but first nod last there will be 
less work In this way of caring for the | 
bushes than by any other that is crdi- 
narily practiced. The gredon! cying 
out of once thrifty bushee that one 


sees in go mony farm gardens is due 


almost wholly to lack ef propor thin- 
ning out and pruning and to the chok- 
ing of the bushes by grass and weeds. 


House Grown Maoskmelon Plants. 

The prime advantage of the bouse 
grown plant lies In the Increased curl! 
ness of the product. Sometimes there 
is little difference In the time of ma- 
turity of the first fruits, but the main 
crop from set plauts Is always cousid 
erably In advance cf that from seed 
sown In the open. But it costs an ap- 
preclable item in labor nnd equipment 
to grow the plants, and there is also 
the risk of losing them by “damping 
off.” This is to some extent a con- 
trollable factor. On the other hand, 
the danger period in the fleld from in- 
sects ig sensibly shortened. The feld 
grown plants ore later, but are usually 
more productive than the bouse grown, 
This advantage is again offset by the 
lower prico of the product, They are 
susceptible to insect attack relatively 
longer than the bouse grown plunts, 
and they may also “damp off” in the 
open in cool muggy wenther, It costs 
less to grow them. Probably tbe con- 
servative course to pursue is to grow 
an area by both methods If the soll is 
favorable.—Joln Craig, New York. 


The Trimming of Pium Trees. 

The trimming ct plum trees is simi- 
lar to that of the peach, Do not trim a 
plum tree for two or three years, ns 
the little shoots bear the fret fruit, 
and let thein remain until you bave 
had a geod crop. Afterward trim the 
trees systematically, says Mr. Skill- 
man, a successful New Jersey plum 
grower.

After the head has once Leen formed 
sour cherries will require little pron- 
Ing, but for a number of yenrs it may 
be well to bend buck the upright, sweet

All varieties of grapes may be propa 
gated by layering, and many, like Nor- 
ton Cynthiana, Scuppernong and other 
hard wooded estivalis varieties, cannot 
easily be propagated otherwise. 

Golden arbor vitæ six to eight feet 
high is an attractive novelty. 

Even seods that are strong and large 
should be watered with care after sow- 
ing them. Drenehing is usually bad for 
them.

One of America’s Oldest Monuments 
Unearthed by Peabody Museum. 


Tue Hicrogtypiile str Kar at Copan, 
in Honduras, gets its name frour the. 
strange picture writing—“glyphs,” the 
archwologist calls them — with which 
the faces of its steps and the several 
pieces of sculpture which were part of 
its original ornamentation are inserib- 
ed. It is one of the most curious, as 
well as one of the most interesting and 
important, monuments of aboriginal 
America, and research parties from the 
Peabody Museum of American Archm- 
slogy and Ethnology at Harvard have 
been ten years in uncovering and 
studying It under the direction of Mr. 
George B. Cardon, whose entertaining 
report summarizing the decade's work 
has just been published by the mu-

What the Inscriptions on the Hiero- 
glyphic stairway mean is not fully 
kno'vn, for many of the word signa of 
the lungunge of the ancient Mayan 
people, In which they were traced, are 
still undeciphered. The structure was 
the approach by which the summit of 
the acropolis of Copan—which is the 
most ancient American city yet discov- 
ered—was reached from one side. The 
mound is pyramidal In shape and ap- 
pears to bave been crowned at one 
time with a great temple or palace, but 
the symmetry of two of its faces was 
swept owuy at some time by a great 
landslide that carried down the bulld- 
ing nt the top in its ruin, and on one 
of these faces was the stairway. 

In the lindslip forty or fifty of the 
upper steps were dislodged and burled 
under such a mass of debris that it re- 
quired four entire seasons of bard 
work by the Peabody museum's expe- 
ditions to attain any semblance of or 
der. Altogether twenty-seven steps 
have been restored to approximate com- 
pleteness, though large pieces are stil! 
missing from some of them. Except 
for n broud step at the bottom all were 
inscribed with glyphs, which are be 
lieved to have composed a chronologic- 
al record of some sort, inasmuch as the 
date signs, which are the best under- 
stood picture words of the Mayan lan- 
guage, recur again and again. Mr. 
Gordon found evidence that the in- 
scription began at the top of the stalr- 
way, which seems to have bad some 
eighty-five or ninety steps, and was 
read from left to right and from step 
to step downward, 

In the middle of the stairs, which are 
twenty-five feet wide, stood five gigan- 
ced at Intervals, and on 


elther side was a heavy balustrade 


that the carved with alternate symbols of fishes 


and birds, On tbe broad bottom step 
there was nn altar that bad the shape 
of a serpent’s head, gnd the general 
scheme seems to bave been that the 
stairway should represeut the snake's 
tralllug body.

ent building periods, were found.

24 ARE DEAD AND 200 INJURED 


While Crowds of People Were Watch- 
ing a Fire, Car Exploded, and Those 
Nearest Were Killed—Sewers Filled

Pittsburg, May 13. — The Shoraden | protruding as the hapless beings fell 


yards of the Pan Handle railroad was 
the scene last evening of one of the 
most disastrous explosions and fires 
known in this section for many years. 
Twenty-four lives were lost an] about 
two hundred persons 
burned that, according to the judg- 
ment of physicians in attendance, 75 
per cent. of them will die from the 
effects of their injuries. | 

The cause of the catastrophe was the | 
explosion of a train of naphtha cars | 
which were being switched at the yard, | 
and in the switching the rear car tele- 
scoped a car forward. The leaking 
naphtha ignited from a switch light, 
causing an explosion which threw the 
flames fifty feet high. Much of the es- | 
caping naphtha ran through Corks Run | 
to Esplen borough, a distance of one 
and one-half miles, and caused another 
explosion, blowing to atoms the Sey- | 
mour hotel and the Collins house, on 
River road, and badly wrecking a 
frame building nearby, in which were 
congregated two hundred or 
sports from Pittsburg and vicinity, bet- 
ting on the races, base ball, etc. Few 
of the occupants of this building es- 
caped injury, many being badly hurt. 
Mrs. Seymour and her daughter, of the 
Sheraden hotel, were seriously, and it 
is feared, fatally injured. 

The first car of naphtha exploded 
about 4.40 o'clock and the spectacle 
soon attracted a large crowd on streets 
lining the hills on both sides of and 
parallel to the railroad. The second 
car exploded about 5 o'clock, but it was 
6.15 o'clock when three more cars of 
the deadly stuff went up with a roar 
that could be heard for miles, that the 
work of destruction really began.

NATIONAL APPEAL FOR AID 


The President Aska For Contributions 
to Ald Volcano Sufferers. 

Washington, May 14.—The following 
notice was issued from the White 
House yesterday afternoon: 

“The president has appointed a 
committee to receive funds for the re- 
lief of the sufferers from the recent 
catastrophe in Martinique and St. Vin: 
cent. The gentlemen appointed from 
each city are asked to collect and re- 
ceive funds from their localities and 
neighborhoods as expeditiously as pos- 
sible and forward them to Hon. Cor- 
nellus N. Bliss, treasurer of the New 
York committee, which committee will 
act as a central distributing point for 
the country. The president directs all 
the postmasters throughout the coun- 
try and requests the presidents of the 
national banks to act as agents for the 
collection of contributions and to for- 
ward the same at once to Mr. Bliss at 
New York. The postmasters are also 
directed to report to the postmaster 
general, within ten days, any funds 
collected on this account. 

“The president appeals to the public 
to contribute generously for the relief 
of thosc upon whom this appalling ca- 
lamity has fallen, and asks that the 
contributions be sent in as speedily as 
possible. The gentlemen designated 
on the several committees are request- 
ed to act at once.”

RELIEF FOR VOLCANO SUFFERERS 


Dixie Salled With 900,000 Rations and 
Medical Supplies. 

New York, May 15.—With food 
enough on board to feed the entire 
island for a week, the cruiser Dixle 
sailed for Martinique. She will arrive 
there on Monday. Never even during 
war time did the army subsistence de- 
partment make such a record in col- 
lecting a shipload of food supplies. It 
was done in 24 hours’ time, Colonel D. 
L. Brainerd bringing from Philadel- 
phia three carloads of supplies needed 
to make up the shipment and purchas- 
ing the rest here. 

The Dixie's cargo comprise’ 900, 
000 rations. It contains: Two hundred 
thousand pounds of bread, 85,000 
pounds of flour, 900,000 pounds of rice, 
200,000 pounds of codfish, 200 cases of 
chicken and beef coups, 100 cases of 
evaporated cream, 100 cases of con- 
densed milk, 6,000 pairs of trousers,

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MINERS PAVOR A STRIKE 


But Will Abide by Any Suggestion 
President Mitchell Makes. 


ALL HOPE OF CONCESSIONS GONE 


Leader of Mine Workers Admits He 
Has Some Advice to Give the Dele- 
gates at Proper Time—Quiet Reigns 
Everywhere In the Region. 


Hazleton, Pa., May 15.—The conven- 
tion of the anthracite mine workers, 
called at the instance of the executive 
boards of the three districts compris- 
ing the Pennsylvania hard coal fields, 
held two sessions yesterday, and with- 
out taking any action on the question 
of inaugurating a permanent atrike, 
adjourned until this morning. The 
convention is meeting behind closed 
doors, and although nothing officially 
was given out, it is known that the all- 
important question was not reached, 
the two sessions being devoted entire- 
ly to the organization of the meeting 
and the report of the committee on 
credentials. The day brought forth no 
definite information bearing on the 
probable action of the convention. 

President Mitchell said that all hope 
of any concessions from the operators 
was gone. He has had no communica- 
tion, he said, with the mine owners, 
Senator Hanna or any other members 
of the National Civic Federation. Mr. 
Mitchell admitted that he had some 
advice to give to the delegates at the 
proper time, but what it is he will not 
say. In an interview he said that 
there was no doubt that the sentiment 
of the men is in favor of a strike, but 
he refused to make any reply when 
asked if he would give advice that 
would come in conflict with their sen- 
timents. It is admitted that what 
President Mitchell suggests will be 
done, nothwithstanding the fact that 
a majority of the delegates are in 
favor of a strike if the mine owners do 
not make any concessions, Therefore, 
it looks very much as though the whole 
matter rests on the words of the na- 
tional president. The advice that he 
will give to the miners is known to 
probably only four other persona—the 
three district presidents and National 
Secretary-Treasurer W. B. Wilson. 
There is probably a score of persons 
here representing railroads, stock- 
brokers and others who are making an 
effort to get first information. 

The convention was held in the op- 
era house, and approximately 700 dele- 
gates were present when President 
Thomas Duffy, of this district, called 
the meeting to order. President 
Mitchell was elected chairman. In 
taking the chair, Mr. Mitchell said 
that a great weight of responsibility 
rests on the delegates, and that they 
should act wisely in whatever they 
did. He said that the question before 
them is probably the most important 
in the history of labor conventions. 

Quiet reigns everywhere in the re- 
gion and not a pound of coal was mined 
anywhere. A great crowd of mine 
workers came into town from the sur- 
rounding villages and coal patches. 
They crowded around the convention 
hall waiting for information from the 
inside. 


FALLING ELEVATOR KILLS TWO 


Steel Cable Parted and Heavy Load 
Fell On Workmen. 

Philadelphia, May 15.—Two men 
were killed and three others were seri- 
ously Injured last night at the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works by the fall of 
an elevator containing an engine ten- 
der weighing 5,400 pounds. The dead 
are Charles Coleman, of Boston, and 
an unknown workman, The injured 
are John Doerr, arm severed at the 
shoulder and otherwise injurod; 
Michael Stellman, skull fractured; 
James O'Neill, badly bruised about 
the body. 

All of the men excepting Stellman 
were employes of the Boston Elevator 
Company, of Boston, and were engaged 
in putting in a new hydraulic lift. 
They were working at the bottom of 
the shaft, when employes of the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works were loading 
a heavy tender upon the elevator at 
the fourth floor. The steel cable sup- 
porting the car parted and e lift 
with its heavy load plunged down upon 
the workmen. Coleman was killed in- 
stantly and the unknown man died at 
the hospital. 


Fugitive Bank Teller Arrested. 

Philadelphia, May 14—Harry G. Bell, 
who until March 29 last was receiving 
teller of the Riverside National Bank 
of New York, was arrested here yes- 
terday on a fugitive warrant, charg- 
ing him with the larceny of bank funds 
to the extent of $40,000. The original 
warrant charged Bell with embezzling 
$23,000, but a further examination of 
the books of the institution showed a 
deficit of 340,000. Bell was captured 
at one of the entrances to Fairmount 
Park by Detectives McClay and Kelly, 
of New York, and Tate, of this city. 
He was arraigned before a magistrate 
tud committed to await requisition pa- 
pers from New Tork. 


Record Price For Cattle, 

Chicago, May 15,—Cattle prices 
were higher at the Union Stock Yards 
in Chicago yesterday than for almost 
20 years. The top price for the day, 
$7.60, was 10 cents in advance of the 
high mark last week. All the offerings 
were snapped up. The price of hogs 
and sheep also made record marks for 
the year.

| SERMON 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, Chicago 


Chicago, May 11.—In this sermon the 
Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage paints a 
picture which will be recognized as fa- 
mitiar in many homes throughout the 
land. His text was Luke xv, 13, “The 
younger son gathered all together and 
took his journey into a far country.” 

The old homestead is turned upside 
down. One of the two boys, the youn- 
ger, is about to leave the parental roof. 
The eaglet is tired of being warmed by 
the protecting breasts of the old birds. 
With ruffied feathers he stands upon 
the edge of the eyrie ready to fly off. 
Sad Is the disruption of a home. When 
the children say “Goodby,” the fami- 
lies talk and laugh and joke. But they 
are only laughing to sustain their cour- 
age. The wedding bells weep as well as 
sing. At the marriage the guests may 
congratulate the parents of the bride 
upon having gained a son. But the 
daughter is never the same after the 
wedding. On that day the bride goes 
forth to make her own home, build her 
own nest, rear her own young and live 
her own life. Instead of belonging to 
the parent she becomes another’s. In- 
stead of the mother being first now she 
is second. . 

Some years ago I attended the wed- 
ding of a very dear friend. The slipper 
had been thrown, the rice tossed, the 
farewells shouted. I followed the old 
gray haired father down to the garden 
gate. While we stood there in the 
moonlight be turned to me and sald: 
“Frank, I know she has married a good 
man. I do hope she will be happy. But 
it is bard, awfully hard, to give her up. 
She was my baby girl. Bhe is my 
youngest. It breaks the heart. It 
breaks the heart.” Children are born. 
They pass boyhood and girlhood days 
under the parental roof. They grow up 
into manhood and womanhood. They 
begin to seatter. Death knocks at the 
front door and summons some. Love 
hovers among the spring flowers and 
breathes through the orange blossoms 
and wooes others. Business and profes- 
sional duties beckon to others At last 
the old nursery js vacant. Father and 
mother sit again alone at the dining

| table as they once did when they them- 


selves were bride and groom. The old 
homestead Is deserted save by the old 
folks. The text Is a tragedy. 

The mother did not sleep much last 
niglit.

She 
makes an excuse as though she was 
looking for something. We know she 
leaves the room for ‘one purpose. She 
wants to lave a good cry.

The 
neighbors, returning to their homes, 
say, “Is It not too Dad‘that'the younger 
non sbould gather all togetber and 
take his journey mtoa far country?” 
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The Land of Sin, 

The far country of my text is the 
land of sin, Where it is we do not 
geographically know, The far country 
may be in the rural regions, among the 
|'farmbouses. Peopje make n great 
mistake in Supposing that the only 
place in which sio thrives is a large 
city. Sin loves to:smell the wild Sow- 
ers and lie down in the haymow as 
well as to tramp Abe streets of a busy 


metropolis, 1 have preached in the 
country and know of what I speak. 
There Is loathsome drunkenness in a 
crossroud tawern as well as in a corner 
saloon, Mady a young country girl 
has disgraced the family. Farmers’ 
boys and girls do not all attend the 
country revivals in order to hear the 
preaching. The far country of sin can 
be located In the city. Sin is not pro- 
portionally more prevalent in the city 
than lu the village, but it fs better 
able to conceal its tracks in a wilder- 
ness of rock than In a country town. 
Many a letter have I recelved which 
went thus: “I am a farmer's wife. I 
have a boy in the great, wicked city 
of Chicago. I fear he is not doing 
right. You may be able to save him, 
He has written me that he has attend- 
ed your church. Will you pray for 
him?” The far country of sin is some- 
times found among the, evils of politi- 
cal life, in the legislative halls of the 
state and the national capital, Some- 
times sin Is intrenched in a pulpit of 
the land where a minister has become 
an apostate and, Judaslike, has sold 
his Christ for thirty pleces of silver. 
Wherever the far country of sin may 
be there it Is the place where the 
nobler and purer and better parts of a 
man’s life are being strangled. 

Once a sailing vessel was sighted 
floating among the icebergs of the arc- 
tics. The captain of the approaching 
vessel put the trumpet to his lips and 
shouted: “Ship ahoy! Whither bound? 
Whither bound?’ No answer. Again 
the trumpet called, but the only sound 
heard by the captain was the echo of 
bis own voice. A small boat was low- 
ered. When the derelict was boarded, 
it was found tò be the ship of death. 
That floating ship carried a dead crew.

A Word to Young Mes,

anywhere, yet it Is always a great dis- 
tance away from the fireside of a Chris- 
tian bome. As soon as the younger son 
determined to revel in sin he wanted to 
get away from the presence of his aged 
Christian father. He practically said: 
“Father, give me the share of money 
which will come to me when you are 
dead, and | will leave bome and live in- 
dependently. I do not want to see your 
loving eye and feel the kiss of holy af- 
ection upon my lips. I want to go 

th eril companions and not associate 
with you, even though you are my fa- 
ther.” The Christian home ought to be 
the happlest place on earth to a child. 
It ls a Lappy place if the child wishes 
and tries to do right. But the Christian 
bome is a repulsive place to live when 
the boy wants to do those things which 
should be left undone. When a boy or 
a girl does not wish to stay at home at 
night with the rest of the family or 
finds other companionship more desira- 
ble than that of motber or father, look 
out—beware! 

“Where are you golng, Charile?” said 
a mother to ber son, who wag putting 
on his cont and hat, preparing to leave 
the house. “Oh,” answered the young 
man, “the firm wants me to collect a 
few bills. 1 will be bome early, moth- 
er. Do vot be anxious or sit up for me 
if | nu detulned.“ The young man 
passed down the street. He sounded a 
low whistle. A couple of other young 
men met Lim at the corner. Boys,“ he 
sald, “mother is becoming suspicious. 
She did not want me to leave home. I 
must be more careful Come, let's have 
some fun.” That night In a place of 
eyil resort this group of young men 
gambled aud smoked and sang their 
lewd sougs. It was great sport! They 
did not ceuse thelr carousal until the 
morning sun announced to the night 
watchman that bis work was done and 
it was time for him to go to bed. 

A few years later in an eastern city 
ina noted murder case the jury brought 
in the verdict of murder in the first de- 
gree. When the judge asked the de 
fendant why sentence should not be 
passed upon bilin, a young man arose, 
He turned a pale face toward the 
judge.

Mistaken Parental Kindness, 
Tbe far country of sin generally bas 
a broader nnd smoother highway for 
the younger members of the family 
thau for the older sons aud daughters. 
Easy Jait for every one to go to de- 
structian\unless sustained by the grace 
of God, The old as well as the young 
can have a satanic guide lead them 
into the valley of death if they are 
willing to be led, but it is especially 
ensy for the younger members of a 
family to ing themselves over the 
precipice of eternal death, When the

older children were young, in all prob. 


ability the father was having hard 
work to wake nancial ends meet. He 
had to work day and night and night 
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end day, He economlzed wherever 
possible, But after awhile the father 
got a foothold in a business or a pro- 
fessional career, Then the money com- 
menced to flow into the family trens- 
ury.

Astronomical Froblerss. 

Gome time ago Professor Darwin of 
Cambridge pointed out that If a star 
revolved on its axis with a certain ve 
locity, that of a few bours, the star 
would teud to divide Into two, and the 
form it would take before complete 
separation would be that of a dumb- 
bell or rather of two pears joined top 
to top. This deduction was purely the- 
oretical. Durlog the past two years an 
examination of the light changes of 
some recently discovered yarlable stars 
revenls this very condition of things. 
For example, one star in the southern 
sky goes through a certain regular se- 
rics of light changes in seven hours, 
and an examination of these ligbt 
changes Indicates that the star is a 
twin aystem, the two bodies composing 
it being in contact. This dumbbell sys- 
tem revolves round their common cen- 
ter In seven hours, the most absolute 
confirmation of the theoretical conclu- 
sions. ‘Then there is another variable 
star in the southern sky the light 
thanges of which show that the two 
stars composing the system are no lon- 
ger lu contact. Separation has just 
‘uken place, the nexus between them 
a broken, nud two worlds, full born, 
wive sturted on that outward spiral 
ghicb in the course of ages will carry 
Wem far remote from one another.—

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SALE OF WICOMICO PROPERTY. 


Mr. Jay Williams, Trustee, Offered the 
Last of the Thos. B. Taylor Estate 
Last Wednesday. 


The last of the late Thos, B. Taylor's 
real estate was put upat public auc- 
tion by the trustee, Mr. Jay Williams, 
at Mardela Springe, last Wednesday. 
The sales of the day aggregated nearly 
$12,000. This with the sum of the 
sales made in February brings the total 
for the lands and houses to about 
$18,000. There are private securities 
amounting to $10,000 fully eight thous 
and dollars of which is collectable. 

The entire estate, real and personal, 
will foot up at least $26,000, Against 
this stands preferred and open claims 
awounting to several thousand dollars, 

The indebtedness is largely in the 
nature of surety obligations, and the 
full extent of these has not yet been as- 
certained by Mr. Williams, but he feels 
confident that after justice is fully 
done the creditors there will remain a 
net balance of come thousands for di- 
vision among the heirs at law. 

The sale Wednesday was largely at- 
ended, and the bidding spirited, The 
house in Mardela Springs, occupied by 
Mr. A. S8. Venables, was bought by 
Mrs, Bennett and Mrs. Copes of Balti- 
more, two of the heirs, fer $1000. A 
vacant lot adjoining was sold to Mr.

_ WATCH FOR THE LOCUSTS. 


Seventeen Year Visitors May Arrive Any 


Moment. Not the Plague Nor Pest 
Generally Supposed. 


Unless Wicomico is to bea favored 


spot this year our farmers may be on 
the lookout very soon for the seventeen- 
year locusts. 
appeared in Western Maryland and 
Baltimore City aud aleo in the upper 
part of Delaware. 


Myriads of them have 


According to Prof. 
Howard, the locusts will appear where 
there were woods seventeen years ago. 

A writer on locusts describes them 


as follows; “The first stage of a locust 


is that of a white grub. Then itassumes 
the shape of a light brown grub with 
legs and eyes. In front are two legs 


equipped with claws not unlike minia- 


ture lobster claws, 

With these the grub diga a hole to 
the surface. and later on uses the claws 
to clasp the trunk of a tree, a bush, or 
a fence post, in order to shed its brown 
shell, At firat the grubs, while coming 
to the surface by thousands, are not 
advanced far erough to leave the 
ground for good. It takes a few days 
to mature them enough to leave the 
earth where they have been for seven- 
teen years, A close examination of the 
grub shows a line down the back, indi- 
cating the epot where the shell is to 
split later on. A short time after their 
appearance the trunks of trees will be 
covered with the gruba and the desert- 
ed shells, and the air will resound with 
the noise of the clouds of locusts." 

Chief Entomologist Howard, of the 
Department of Agricultuie at Wash- 
ington says: “The life of the locust is 
endangered by our civilization. His 
burrow is only about two feet deep 
and is consequently destroyed by deep 
plowing. Macadam roads and asphalt 
streets prevent the exit of the insects; 


but most effective of all, the black- 
birds, catbirds and sparrows have 
learned to eat them and gobble up the 
brood as fast as they appear. Civiliza- 
tion does not restrict the territory of 
the insects, but where there were 
woods seventeen yeurs ago there ought 
to be locusta today, if the ground has 
not been tilled too deep or dug out. 

Where there are woods today there 
will be locusts seventeen years hence 
under the same conditions.“ 

The locusts will do little injury. 
They are not a plague or a pest, de 
spite traditions to the contrary, and 
never damage anything except young 
nureery trees and young shoots of ma- 
ture tree, rarely inflicting any perma 
nent injury upon them.“ 

So far no locusts have been reported 
in Wicomico but many of the farmers 
are exceedingly anxious over their an- 
ticipated appearance, fearing much 
damage to growing crops. The life of 
a locust is about six weeks,

PANIC ON ST. VINCENT 


A GOLDEN WEDDING. 


Streams of Molten Lava Poured Prom Dr. and Mrs. H. Laird Todd Celebrate 


Soufriere.—Villages Look Like 
A Desert. 


Kingstown, Island of St. Vincent, 
May 22.—Another great eruption of the 
Soufriere volcano occurred on Sunday 
night. Throughout Sunday the ad- 
joining districts trembled, and some 
of the shocks were felt here. Smoke 
issued from the craters and tissures of 
the mountain, and the atmosphere 
throughout the Island of St. Vincent 
was exceedingly hot. While the wor- 
shippers were returning from church 
at 8.30 p. m., an alarming luminous 
cloud suddenly ascended many miles 
high, in the north of the island. and 
drifted sluggishly to the northeast. It- 
cessant lightning fell on the mountain, 
and one severe flash seemed to strike 
about three miles from Kingstown. 
The thunderous rumblings in the cra- 
ters lasted for two hours, and then di- 
minished, until they became mere mur- 
murings. The remainder of the night 
was clear. Ashes fell from 10 o'clock 
until midnight. 

The inhabitants were frenzied with 
fear at the time of the outbreak, dread- 
ing a repetition of the catastrophe 
which caused such terrible loss of life 
on this island. They ran from the 
streets Into the open country, crying 
and praying for preservation from an- 
other calamity. No one on the Island 
of St. Vincent slept that night. 

Reports received here from the dis- 
tricts in the vicinity of the volcano 
say that the rumblings of the craters 
were appalling, and that streams of 
lava flowed down the mountainside. 

The villagers who had fied to Cha- 
teau Belair and Georgetown for safety 
are now pouring into Kingstown, this 
being the furthest town from the Sou- 
friere. 

The Royal Mail steamer Wear is 
bringing refugees here from Chateau 
Belair. Kingstown is now congested, 
and the demands on the government 
are increasing rapidly, as more and 
more people are obliged to leave thelr 
homes, 

The continuous agitation of the vol- 
cano and the absence of rain has 
caused the vicinity of the afflicted vil- 
lages to look like portions of the 
Desert of Sahara. 

A thick, smoky cloud overspreads 
the island, all business is suspended 
here, the streets are empty, and every- 
one is terror-atricken. The feeling of 
suspense is painful. People pass their 
time gazing at the northern sky, where 
the thunder clouds gather and the 
mournful roaring of the volcano is 
heard. 

Ashes and pumice are falling slowly 
in the out districts. On Sunday there 
was an alarming report that Enham 
mountain, near the Marriaquia Valley, 
an old and apparently extinct crater, 
is showing signs of activity. This vol- 
cano is only six miles from Kingstown.

The dreamer 
states that the knife was thrown into a 
mill hole, which is in a stream back of 
the house, Detective Francis will be 
assisted by Special Detectives Green 
and Phillips in making a thorough 
search of the stream, draining the dam,

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PICKING STRAWBERRIES, 


In an Old but Profitable Patch Where 
Rows Were Indistinct, 

An old strawberry patch which has 
not been thoroughly cleaned up or kept 
in rows is n sort of aggravation, but 
sometimes ylelds better the second yeni 
than the first and will almost alwaye 
produce more money value in strawher 
ries than anything except a few of the 
most profitable garden crops and, com 
ing before the vegetables, may be turn

large plot of ground It is very dificult 
to keep a gang of pickers In line and

An Ohlo Farmer writer has described 
his practice some years ago of lining 
out the rows with wool or binder twine 
With a Une for every row, it takes 
nearly two miles per acre with rows 
four feet apart, besides half a wagon 
bed of short stakes. It takes a good 
deal of work, and much of the twine 
gets wastod, as every one lis too busy 
with berries to attend to taking it 
up. When twine was high iu price, he 
put the lines every eight feet, putting 
three pickers between each two lines. 
This worked well oa faras coverjag 
the ground was concerned, but aft@ran 
hour or so the pickers were so scatter. 
ed that it was Impossible to Watch 
each, as was necessary for the best re- 
sults. Some would be over the hill out 
of sight and would anger“ and eut ber 
ries at their lelsure unless the foreman 
kept running back and forth.

Good Flame For the North. 

Among the newer plums I do not find 
any one that for beauty and produc- 
tiveness surpasses the Victoria, says 
an American Agriculturist correspond- 
ent. The tree is a fairly good grower, 
and the limbs are capable of sustain 
ing a heavy welght. The quality of the 
plum is not equal to the Greengage nor 
toa Magnum Bonum, which Is the best 
of the very large plums. A first rate 
list of plums for succession would take 
in Bradshaw, Field, Magnum Bonum, 
which Is not a sure bearer; Greengage, 
Bleecker or Lombard, Victoria, Peter's 
Yellow Gage, Sbripshire Damson, 
Relue Claude or Bavay and Coe's Gold- 
en Drop. 

My experience with the prunes in 
clines me to belleve that they should 
be very much more freely planted. The 
Fellemberg is doing admirably well 
with me, and I am freely planting the 
Pacific and the Giant. The Empire 
plum Is also nmong my recent plant 
ings, and I have much confidence tu it 
I have equal or greater confidence In 
the Monarch. The prunes cannot be 
ripened in our porthern climate sum 
clently early to be dried by the sun and 
packed, as they are In California. There 
they never pick them from the trees, 
but pick them up from the ground aft- 
er they have fallen. 


Dried Blood Chrysanthemeamea. 
Dried blood pushes along the chrys 
antbemum, giving better bloom and 
the stiffer stems with short joints and

Burned Gumbo Makes the Best Kind 
of Highways. 


Nowhere in the United States are 


weeds were not) the present roads poorer or better ones 


more needed than in some parts of the 
Mississippi valley. The problem of 
improvement in this region, moreover, 
has seemed peculiarly difficult because 
there are no ledges of rock of a kind 
suitable for making good road mate- 
rial, 

But now, behold, out of the very ex- 
cess of badness, out of the sticky, 
clinging, almost bottomless mud into 
which the roads are converted every 
spring and autumn, comes the mat 
which is to work their salvation, This 
material is burned gumbo, the v 
mud which makes the roads so bad, 
baked over wood fires until it becomes 
one of the best roadbuilding materials 
known, 

The credit of making the first prac- 
tical application of this discovery be- 
longè to the railroads, For severa} 
years they have been using burned 
gumbo as ballast for their roadbeds ip 
Ilinois, Missouri, Iowa and other 
states of the middle west. It waa Qret 
intended as a substitute for crushed 
rock in regions where rock could not 
easily be obtained, but it demonstrated 
its superiority so plainly that it is now, 
used extensively even where ledges are 
abundant. 

The mud is really an impure, exceed- 
ingly sticky clay. The process of pro- 
paring it for use upon the road is very 
simple. Cordwood is piled in a low 

pyramid eight or ten feet wide, Qyer 
this is thrown three or four inches of 
coal slack, and on this again is placed 
from twelve to twenty inches of mud. 
When the wood is fired, a slow com- 
bustion goes on, which converts the 
mud into small, sharp cornered and 
exceedingly hard pleces, so that the 
product has the appearance of red 
gravel, 

The railroads und that they can 
make and deliver the gumbo on board 
the cars at a cost of 25 to 35 cents » 
cubic yard, but when burned in more 
primitive fäsblon and on a smaller 
scale, ns is usually the caso on country 
highways, the cost Is slightly greater. 

Roads covered with this material are 
never muddy or dusty. They keep free 
from snow and ice, are slow to get put 
of repair, and weeds or grass will not 
grow on them. The supply of mud is 
unlimited, its preparation simple and 
cheap. A writer in The Reylew of Re- 
views declares that Ove years of sys- 
tematic and jutelligent work with burn- 
ed gumbo would make the principal 
country roads as passable all the year 
round as @ paved city street and at 
little more cost than the amount now 
wasted in “working the road.”

It is the or- 
ganization of a society In the county 
for the promotion of good roads, The 
project has been launched well, and 
the Interest taken in the matter thus 
far indicates that the promoters will 
be able to secure the co-operation of a 
large number of people. 

For some reason it has taken many 
years to secure general interest in such 
an important reform as the making pf 
fine highways, and in this particular 
this country is far behind some of the 
countries in Europe, which have ideal 
highways, says the Chester (Pa.) Times. 
All of the argument is on the side of 
the modern road, so it is not necessary 
to stop and convince the people of the 
utility of the well kept thoroughfare, 
but the question that must now be con- 
sidered is how to secure the means 
with which to build the roads. Some 
of the states in the Union are very lib- 
eral in the laws for the encouragement 
of better highways, and in this partic- 
ular Pennsylvania has much to learn 
from Connecticut, New Jersey, Massa- 
chusetts and other commonwealtba, 
which bave miles of bighways over 
which a carriage or a bicycle can travel 
with ease and comfort. 

If we are to have good facilities for 
moving about the country, and every- 
body concedes that we must, then it ls 
clear that the state should assist, for 
the benefit Is to the state as well as to 
the Immediate territory affected, And 
if this is done It will be found that the 
farmers and suburban residents will 
quickly join tn the movement to secure 
first class bighways. 

j Rhode Island's Road Methods. 

Rhode Island has shown a tendency 
to repudiate the methods adopted by 
most of the eastern and middle states 
in respect to the co-operation of state, 
counties and towns, That state, ac- 
cording to the Iden of the legislators, 
should not ald financially the counties 
and towns further than merely dis- 
seminating information aud showing 
the good results obtained from fine 
ronds. This latter work is accomplish- 
ed by bullding sample highways of halt 
a mile in extent lu each town and coun- 
ty. It was reasoned that these practl- 
cal object lessons would arouse local 
pride suffictently to make thelr exten- 
elon an actuality. So far this system 
has justified the state authorities In 
thelr predictions. Nearly 500 miles of 
good gravel and stone roads bave been 
bullit, representing about one-fifth of 
the tota) road mileage of the whole 
etate, 


To Build Good Roads,

If you are desirous that your brood 
mare produce good healthy fouls, see 
bo it that sbe is in good flesh and in 


prime condition at foaling time. Oats, 
with plenty of good, bright cut clover 
in the morulug and n feed of corn at 
night, will do the work. I always sta- 
ble my brood mares at night, turning 
them out during the dux unless it be 
stormy, and 1 find it pays to bed them 
well at night. It Is positively injurious 
to let them lle on a hard, cold door. I 
prefer good dirt for my mares at all 
times. Especially is this desirable when 
they are hen vy in foal. Do not put too 
much dependence In your breeding ta- 
ble, but watch your mare closely, for 
she ls Hable to foal any time from ten 
to thirteen months after belug bred. 
When the mare begins to make bag 
freely; put her into a box stall about 
fourteen feet square, with plenty of 
bedding, being careful that the center 
js lower than the Duter edges of the 
floor, for if the center Is high and 
slopes to the wall the mare is Hable to 
roll against It and become cast, and 
many a valuable mare has been lost in 
this way. There are many little signs 
that If watched closely will tell when 
the mare is about to foil. When my 
mares foal, I am in the barn and know 
just what is golng on, I do not inter- 
fere with mare or foal unless my nas 
sistance is absolutely needed.—Charles

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the spring of the year is growing fit 
popularity every season. At that time 
the horses are shedding their long wim 
ter coats, and naturally their systems 
are not in as good condition as when 
that operation has not been begun or 
when itis over. The natural shedding 
of the long bair is Inclined to debilitate 
the animal to n certain extent, and this 
inclination Is increased by the extra 
call for fuel by the animal's system if it 
so happens that he must work hard or to 
the sweating point while the shedding 
process is going on. It is an extreme 
strain on a horse to stand wet with 
sweat for hours, using up the fuel In 
his food consumed to dry off bis hide 
when It ought to be golng to repalr the 
waste of tissue occasioned by the work 
of the previous day and the other work 
the system must do. The removal of 
this long and partially dead balir with 
the clippers enables the skin to dry off 
in a very short time and permits the 
food to be used for the proper pur 
poses. Besides this, when a horse is 
clipped in the spring be is not half so 
apt to catch cold, for the reason that 
be may, no matter how warm be Is, be 
dried off in a few moments and then 
be put comfortably to bed for the night, 


Handling a Kicker, 

A writer In National Stockman gives 
this method of treating a kicking 
horse: 

Put on him a strong surcingle and 
crupper. Have one ring where the 
check hook comes and one elght inches 
lower on tbe right side. Now run a 
strap from the lower ring to the crop- 
per about where tbe hip strap passes 
through, Now take a five-elghths Inch 
rope fifteen feet long, fasten it to the 
ring at the check and then hook through 
the ring In halter and back through 
the lower ring in the surcingle, Strap 
up his left front foot, This should be 
done in a straw yard.

American Forces Left the Island 
After Palma’s Inauguration. 


GEN. WOOD RAISED CUBA'S FLAG 


President and Cabinet Were Cheered 
to the Echo By Joyous Cubans, 
Whose Castle-in-the-Air Has Be- 
come a Reality, 


Havana, May 21:—The. dawn of inde- 
pendence broke at noon yesterday over 
the island of Cuba It shed its ra: 
diance over a people joyous, expect:

ant. Goaded long by Spanish tyranny, 
restive under three years of American 
restraint, they have realized the drea‘n 
that has cost thousands of lives; that 
has sent many into exile—the dream of 
home rule. Their castle-in-the-air has 
become the foundation of a palace ‘of 
liberty, the corner-stone of which was 
laid by those who have inherited 
knowledge and love of free masonry. 

At noon yesterday the bells gladly 
proclaimed independence over the sea- 
encompassed republic. Everywhere the 
spirit of gladness was shown with na- 
tional colors, mingled with palms, from 
the finest mansions along the Prado, 
the great promenade, fo the humblest 
byway home. Everywhere was heard 
“Cuba Libre!"—words that ring truly 
now. 

Senor Palma attached his signature 
to a document as president of the Cu- 
ban Republic, after an exchange of 
congratulations, The veteran General 
jomez ascended the roof of tue pal- 
ace, where he was accorded a great re- 
ception. General Wood personally low- 
ered the American colors, which were 
saluted, ana with his own hand hoist- 
ed the Cuban flag, as an act of the 
United States, Gomez assisting. 

At the time the transfer took place 
in Havana General Whiteside, at San- 
tiago, turned over his authority to his 
Cuban successor, and sailed away with 
the American cavalry which had been 
in garrison there. 

General Wood and his staff and the 
American troops embarked immediato- 
ly after the hoisting of the Cuban flag, 
and the American ships steamed out of 
the harbor into the bay. 

President Palma and his cabinet, 
with General Maximo Gomez, were 
driven to the palace at 11 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. They were escorted 
by the recently organized Cuban artil- 
lery, war veterans and political and 
civic organizations, The crowds along 
the route were so dense that the pro- 
cession was frequently stopped. Eu- 
thusiasm was intense, deapite the great 
heat of the day. At every step cheer 
after cheer went up for the president- 
elect. Time and again his carriage 
was stopped by the populace, who sur- 
rounded it to shake the hand of the 
new head of the government. The 
height was reached when the party ar 
rived at the Plaza de Armas, in front 


of Governor General Wood's palace. 
Here the crowds became frantic. Hats 
and flags were flung in the air, The 


ground fairly shook with the volume 
of cheers. After delay in getting 
through the crowds, the president- 
elect was escorted to the main hall of 
the palace. Everywhere were the in- 
tertwined flags of the two republics, 
The bright colors of dresses and unl- 
forms completed a harmony of color. 


CUBA'S FREEDOM PROCLAIMED 


U. 8. Representatives Instructed to 
Announce the Event. 

Washington, May 21.—The following 
is the official notification sent by the 
»tate department yesterday to ambas- 
sadors and ministers of the United 
States all over the world, of the inde- 
pendence of the Republic of Cuba: 

“Department of State, 
“Washington, May 20, 1902. 

“Sir—l am directed by the president 
to Inform you that the military occu 
pation of the leland of Cuba by the 
United States has this day ceased, 
and that an independent government, 
republican in form, has been inaugu- 
rated there under the presidency of 
his excellency, Senor Don Tomas Es- 
trada Palma. 

“You are instructed to convey this 
Information throdgh appropriate chan- 
nels to the government to which you 
are accredited, 

“I am, sir, your obedient servant, 

(Signed) “JOHN HAY."

Wilmington, Del., May 22. — Wealey 
Alexander, aged 13 years, son of Wil- 
liam J. Alexander, of 412 East Seventh 
street, decided to see the unloading of 
the wagons of the Buffalo Bill Wild 
West in this city yesterday, and slipped 
from hia home unobserved at an early 
hour. He attempted to board a mov- 
ing train of cars, lost his hold, falling 
between the cars, and was beheaded. 


BEEF TRUST ENJOINED 


Federal Court Grants Government à 
Temporary Injunction. 

Chicago, May 21.—The temporary in- 
junction asked for by the government 
against the members of the so-called 
packers’ combine is now in force. It 
was issued last evening by Judge Peter 
8. Grosscup, after the close of argu- 
ments in the Uhited States circuit 
court room. The order gives the relief 
prayed for in the bill filed by District 
Attorney Bethea on May 10. It is so 
wide in its scope that ifsthe packers 
or their agents continue with their 
present alleged uniform arrangements 
they will be taken into court on con- 
tempt proceedings, and the burden of 
proof will be on them to show that 
they have not violated the order in any 
particular, 

Attorney John S. Miller, who was the 
Bole representative of the packers pras- 
ent, pointed out some objectionable 
clauses in the draft of an order pre- 
sented by Mr. Bethea. These concern- 
ed the alleged agreements for credit, 
blacklisting and cartage. Judge Gross- 
cup thought some of these minor 
clauses had been made too prominent, 
and he himself drew a form of order 
that pleased both sides. At the same 
time the order was entered numerous 
affidavits and other exhibits were filed 
for the government. 

Unless the defendants decide to make 
a fight at an early date in an effort to 
have the order set aside, they will have 
until August 4 to make reply to the 
complaint. Attorney Miller said last 
night that he cannot tell whether a 
demurrer, a plea or an answer will be 
filed, though the first named is the 


most likely to be the form of the 
packers’ defense. The subpoenas 
served recently on the defendants 


commanded them to file their appear- 
ances separately before July 7.

FEARFUL MINE DISASTER 


Expleclon in Tennessee Colliery Killed 
All Men at Work. 

Coal Creek, Tenn., May 20. — The 
worst disaster in the history of Ten- 
nos gon mining occurred at 7.30 o'clock 
yesterdcy morning, when between 175 
and 225 men and boys met death at the 
Fraterville coal mine, two miles from 
this town, as a result of a gas explo- 
sion. 

Cut of the large number of men and 
toys who went to work developments 
last night showed that only one !s 
clive, and he is so badly injured that 
he caunot live. This man was William 
Morgan, an aged Englishman, who was 
a road man in the mine, gpd was blown 
out of the entrance by the force of the 
explosion. One hundred and seventy 
five miners were checked in for work 
yesterday morning by the mine bòss 
In addition to these were boys who ast- 
ed as helpers, and drivers, road men 
and others to the number of per- 
haps 50. 

The scenes at the mouth of the mine 
while the workers were within were 
beyond description. Business had been 
suspended in Coal Creek and all its 
mines as soon as the news of the dis- 
aster became known, and men, women 
and children gathered around the Fra- 
terville entrance. Women whose hus- 
bands and sons were within wore wild 
with grief. 

All day long the roscuers toiled at 
a slate obstruction and not until 5 
o'clock last evening did they force an 
entrance through it. Up to that hour 
only five dead bodies had been recov- 
ered and hope was still high that many 
within were safe. The hopes of the 
living were doomed, however, tor 
when once the rescuers could enter and 
procecded they walked through a con- 
tinnous tomb of death. There was not 
a eign of life. Every man had perish- 
od. 

Eight dead bodies were first recov- 


ered, and these were sent to Coal! 
Creek. Twenty-six more were soon 
found. . They were not disfigured be- 


yond identification and each corpse, aq

The 
bomb exploded prematurely, Ruiz was 
killed and Suarez was badly injured. 
He was committed to prison for seven 
years, and has only recently been lib- 
erated. Lopez was confronted with 
Suarez, and accused the latter with 
giving him the dynamite cartridges. 
This Suarez denied, and both men are 
detained. 


PLOT AGAINST AUSTRIAN RULER 


Bomb Was Found In Car In Which 
His Majesty Was Traveling. 

London, May 20.— The correspond- 
ent of the Dally Chronicle at Buda 
Pest reports the frustration of a plot 
against the life of Emperor Francia 
Joseph. 

The emperor was recently going on 
a night train from Vienna to Buda 
Pest. In the final inspection of the 
imperial train, in the terminus of the 
state railway at Vienna, made 10 min- 
utes before his majesty’s arrival there, 
a bomb covered with paper was found 
in the emperor's compartment. It was 
evidently calculated that this bomb 
would explode the moment his majes- 
ty entered the car. An investigation 
of the matter led to the dismissal of 
several railway employes. The great- 
est secrecy concerning this plot has 
been observed, concludes the corres- 
pondent, and the emperor forbade the 
newspapers of Vienna to mention it. 


PENSION FOR RAILROADERS 


Employes of Reading Rroad to Be Re- 
tired at Age of 70. 

Philadelphia, May 22.— The board of 
directors of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railway company yesterday au- 
thorized the president and executive 
committee to prepare and put into ef- 
fect a pension system for the benefit 
of employes. It is intended that a 
similar system shall bo adopted by all 
of the transportation companies con- 
trolled by the Reading company. 

All employes of the company who 
have attained the age of 70 years and 
have been in the service of the com- 
pany for 30 years, under the operation 
of the pension system, shall be retired 
and pensioned on the basis of one per 
cent, of the average regular monthly 
salary paid during the ten years prior 
to the date of retirement. 


Portralt of Women On Postage Stamps 

Washington, May 22.— Postmaster 
General Payne announced yesterday 
that the portrait of Martha Washing- 
ton had been decided upon as the first 
of American women to adorn a United 
States postage stamp. This announce- 
ment was made yesterday, because it 
was the centennial anniversary of the 
death of the wife of the first president. 
The portrait will be placed on the 
elght-cent stamp of the new Issue, 
which will appear some time next fall.

TEXAS TOWN SWEPT BY STORM) 


Ninety-cight Killed and 103 
By Tornado at Goliad. 

Houston, Tex., May 20.—The latest, 
reports from Goliad state that ss per- 
sons were killed and 103 injured by the 
tornado which passed over that city 
on Sunday afternoon. The property 
loss in the city and surrounding coun- 
try will probably reach $200,009. Tne 
storm swept the city from end to en}, 
and demolished 150 stores and resi- 
dences, many of which cannot be re 
paired. 

The tornado, which was prereled 
by a terrific downpour of hail, lasted 
only a few minutes. The hail storm 
drove the people into their houses, 
where they were caught like rats in 
a trap, and the death-dealing wind 
came down upon them with terrific 
force, leveling everything in its path. 
The tornado swept an area two blocks 
wide for a distance of a mile and a 
half. Houses collapsed as if built of 
cardboard, covering the dead and in- 
jured with debris, which necessarily 
made the work of rescue slow. Peo- 
ple flocked to the town from all of 
the surrounding country. Many of 
them had relatives in the city. The 
work of rescue has been carried on all 
day, and the funeral of several of the 
victims took place yesterday after- 
noon. The supply of coffins has been

FACTS ABOUT MARTINIQUE. 


A Description of the Island, Its People 
and lis Government. 
190.000. 


The French colonial experiments in 
the island ef Martinique, the ecene of 
the recent awful disaster, have not, ac- 
cording to the publication of the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics, “Colonial Ad- 
miniatration,’’ been altogether satisfac- 
tory. While many of the French col 
onies have been successful and prosper 
ous, those o? the West Indies, by reas 
on of their small area and distance 
from the mother country, have proved 
not only a burden financially but some- 
what unsatisfactory in the demands 
which their representatives have made 
and continue to make upon the mother 
country. Franca has tried the experi

ment, as did Spain, of giving to certain 
of her colonies representation in the 
legislative body of the home Govern- 
ment and, according to a quotation 
made in the Bureau of Statistics publi 
cation from M. Lerey Beaulieu, that 
experiment has been unsatisfactory. 
The French colonies in America, as is 
well know, consist of Martinique and 
Guadeloupe with their adjacent islands 
forming a part of the chain of small 
islands which stretches in a semi circle 
southeastwardly from Porto Rico al- 
most tothe coast of South America. 
On the mainland of South America 
near the southern terminus of this 
semicircle of islands just mentioned is 
another colony of France, French Gui 
ana, while further north just off the 
southern coast of Newfoundland is the 
remainder of French colonial America, 
the islands of St. Pierre and Miquelon. 

Martinique has an area of 881 square 
miles and a population of about 190,000 
of which number about 5,000 are labor- 
ers brought from India and over 5,000 
laborers from Africa; also about 500 
Chinese immigrants. The remainder 
of the population is largely native ne- 
groes, the white population numbering 
in all about 10,000. A large share; of 
the interior of the island has never 
been brought under cultivation, al- 
though it has been occupied by the 
French almost constantly since 1686, a 
period of 267 years, the only interrup 
tion in Frecch control being the per 
iod from 1794 to 1802, when the island 
was held by the British, Slavery ex 
isted until 1884 when it was abolished 
in this as well as other French colonies 
Notwithstanding the fact thata large 
part of its interior has never been 
brought under cultivation, the island 
is described by Reclusas ‘‘one of the 
most densely populated spote on tha 
globe; on the arable lands people are 
packed as closely as in such industrial 
centers as Lancashire, Flanders or Sax- 
ony. 

The}government of Martinique con 
sists of a local legislative body compos 
ed of natives which has the power to 
pass laws applicable to the exercise of 
political rights, the regulation of con- 
tracts, matters relating to wills, legac- 
ies and successions, the institution of 
juries, criminal procedure, recruiting 
for naval and military forces, and the 
methods of electing local officers in the 
cities and towns, The governor and 
other officers are appointed by the 
French Government, which also makes 
the tariff laws of the island, as is the 
case withjreference to ite oth r colonies 
This and the other American colonies 
of France have, as already indicated, a 
much larger share of self government 
than any other of her colonies, and are 
each represented by a senator and two 
deputies in the French legislative body 
corresponding to the Congress of the 
United States. These large powers of 
self-government and of participation in 
national legislation are the subject of 
open criticism by French economic 
writers, Leroy Beaulieu, perhaps the 
most distinguished of French writers of 
the present day upon economic subjects 
in his “Colonization chea les Peuples 
Modernes,“ says; As regards politics, 
we bave introduced French liberty into 
our colonies; we give them civil govern- 
ora, admit their representatives into our 
Parliament, and while all these reforms 
are excellent in themselves, it is un- 
fortunately to be feared that they will 
in practice results in abuses, and that 
unless the mother country is very 
watchful those very powers which she 
has granted to the colonies will become 
powers of oppression. The deputies 
whom Martinique send to our Parlia- 
ment serve only to represent the malice, 
prejudice and ignorance of the blacks. 
The weak executive power in France 
allows itself to be intimidated by those 
doputies and sends out to the colonics 
cowardly and incapable governors 
whose indecision of character feeds the 
more or less barbarous hopes of the 
native population of the island.’’ 

Bir Charles Dike, the well known 
British legislator and writer upon 
colonial governments, does not join in 
the peasimistic views which the French 
writers express regarding the (peri- 
ments which the French have made 
in theencouragement of local self-gov- 
ernment in their West Indian colonies 
In his “Problema of Greater Britain,“ 
hemays: ‘Some who think the Negro 
unfitted for self government point to 
Haiti: but they might reflect that in 
the French islands of Martinque and 

isin the bands of 


these islands in which the Negroes and | 


“colured™ people have been entrusted 
with a large share in government and 
the use which they make of representa 
tive institutions scems to show that 
their detractors are in the wrong, The 
friends of the Negro are now able to 
point tothe progress affected by the 
West Indian pensant proprietors, to the 
apread of education, to the andoubted 
rise in the standard of comfort, and to 
the prominent place already taken by 
individuals of the American race. The 
example of Martinique and Guadeloupe 
goes toshow thatit is time that we 
(the English) should make trial of a 
more liberal system. It is contended 
that where representatives of the 
people are elected by manhood suf- 
frage, as is the case in the French 
islands of Martinique, Guadeloupe and 
Reunion, the result has been a recrude- 
scence of race hatreds and the political 
subjection of the whites to men of color. 
While we have acertain contempt for 
the French, considered as a colonizing 
people, every English writer on the 
subject admits that the French have 
been more successful in Martinique and 
Guadeloupe than we have been in sim- 
ilar and closely adjoining islands. Ex- 
cellent results have been attained by 

the French through their frankly ac- 
cepting the principle that the colored 
race is better suited to the West Indies 

than is the white, and France has en- 
couraged and helped the colored people 
to become dominant in the French 

islands. Meantime, the trade of two 

French islands, Martinique and Guad- 
eloupe, is, roughly speaking, one-third 

that of all the British West Indies 

vastly greater in size and population, 
and the British island of Dominica, 
which stands between the two French 
colonies, shows a lamentable contras“ 
to their prosperity.” 

The commerce of the two French 
colonies, Martinique and Guadeloupe, 
with the United States has amounted 
to nearly $2,000,000 per annum during 
a long term of years, a large proportion 
being exports from the United States to 
those islands. In the year 1900 our ex- 
ports to the islands were $1,867,168, 
and our imports from the islands, 
$30.176. From them we import chief- 
ly vanilla beans, while our exports to 
them are flour, cotton seed and mineral 
oils, coal, lards, mats and lumber.

What Our Navy is Costing Us. 


A navy is acostly institution, Large 
appropriations are essential for ite 
maintenance. From the fact that the 
warship contains machines crowded 
together, and designed to an extreme 
degree of lightness, depreciation of a 
battleship is very rapid. The design, 
also, soon becomes obsolete; se, alto- 
gether, it requires a heavy outlay to 
secure or maintain naval supremacy. 

The actual cost of our completed 
fighting vessels, and the total estimated 
cost of those building, will probably 
reach $275,000,000. This represents 
but ahalf of the actual expenditure 
incurred in creating a navy. In addi- 
tion tothe tighting ship, they are re- 
quired for naval purposes numerous 
auxiliaries, such as dock yards, educa 
tional inetitutions forthe training of 
men and officers, docks, and coaling 
stations. In the shape of anxiliary 
vessels we must have many gunboats 
and tugs. The collier, repair, hospital, 
supply, and training ship each has a 
sphere of usefulness. It isthe indir- 
ect outlay that owells the expenditures 
in the navy, as well as in the army, As 
an example of how excessive are the 
indirect expenses in time of war, it has 
been estimated that each soldier in the 
Philippines costs the army $1,500 per 
annum, although the pay, ration, and 
clothing of the enlisted man will not 
average one third of that amount, 

It costs us at least 30 per cent more 
than it does any European power to 
build a warship. It coste us 80 per 
cent more to keep our service in oper 
ation, since the expense of living is 
greater here than elsewhere. The min- 
imum expense in keeping one battle- 
ship in commission cannot be less than 
$1,000 per day,—From “Our New 
Navy, by Roar-Admiral George W. 
Melville, inthe American Monthly Re- 
view of Reviews for May.

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TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, Chicago

Chicago, May 18.—In this sermon the 
Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage warns 


| young people against the tempters who 


would lead them to ruin; text, Proverbs 
. 10, “My sop, if sinners entice thee, 
consent thou not.” 

No cathedral, it matters not how 
lofty the spires or how wonderful the 
statuary or how mazy and bewildering 
the architecture, awes the tourist into 
reverence unless time has hallowed it. 
Then the centuries bave covered up 
the crumbling walls with moss and 
creeping ivy; then Westminster abbey, 
with its dark, damp, dripping vaults, 
has become the sepulcher of dend kings 
and queens. In the same way no man 
has a right to give advice or tell us 
what to do unless gray hairs begin to 
fringe the forehead or he can speak 
out of his own bitter experience. It is 
absurd for the ruddy faced lad to write 
an essay upon sorrow, when the only 
sorrow he ever felt was the fright from 
the dentist pulling his first baby teeth, 
and what audience does not smile when 
listening to the schoolboy's bombastic 
graduation oration upon “How to Win 
Success?” No reformer can have great 
influence in attacking a clubroom when 
he himself is so unsoclable that the 
hearers dislike the reformer worse than 
they despise his teachings. 

Every speech, every sermon, every 
argument, every essay, must be backed 
up by the personality of the individual. 
It is said that when John J. Crittenden 
arose to address a jury and ran his 
fingers through his long gray hair his 
case was already half won. All Ken- 
tuckians knew John J. Crittenden 
would pot defend a client unless he 
himself belleved in that man's inno- 
eence. You must respect the speaker 
before you can respect his speech. 

King Solomon wrote with authority. 
He bad drunk from the chalices of 
pleasure. He had quaffed to the bitter 
dregs every cup of woe. He had seen 
the ups as well as the downs of life 
He was no fanatic or adventurer. He 
was the king who sat upon the richest 
throne of the then known world. His 


| Pillared halls were lined with statuary. 


The fountains which played in his 
gardens moistened the throats of birds 
whose ancestors once cleansed thelr 
plumage or sang their young to sleep in 
foreign lands. His cellars were filled 
with wine of choicest vintage. 

The throneroom and judgment ball 
were circled by rooms above rooms. 
Near by were bis harems, in which the 
king gathered a thousand wives and 
concubines. As the wit once wrote of 
Brigham Young, King Solomon was the 
most married man that ever ved. 
Not only was ‘he great and increased 
more than all that were before him in 
Jerusalem, but his wisdom remained 
with Lim. When two women claimed 
u little ehild, Solomon ordered bis ex- 
ecutioner to cut the baby in twain and 
give halt' to each. The real mother fell 
on ber knees and begged him to save 
the chüd and if necessary to give it to 
her enemy. Then said Solomon: “She 
is the true mother. Give her the child.” 
As a gardener, be knew all about flow- 
ers; as an cquestrinn, al about horses; 
us an architect, nlb about buildings. He 
made the ant our teacher. As a mer- 
chant, be lingered in the busy marts 
to tell us how to trade. Today, amid 
wealth and power, within sound of 
clinking tankards of gold and rumbling 
chariot ‘Wheels, the old sage writes an 
eternal protest against sin, “My son, if 
sinners entice thee, consent thou not.” 
The Imsportance of Starting Right. 

Young men disüke to be patronized. 
‘Although willing to accost ench other 
in terms of famillarity, we dislike old- 
er people to pat us condescendingly 
upon the back. So today, as a young 
man, 1 thought you young people would 
let me try to interpret these words of 
the Bible. 1 would especially interpret 
them pow, because many of you who 
have come from far away are for the 
first time living in a great city. You 
are away from home, away from fa- 
ther and mother. Unless you start right 
you will never end right. “The glory 
of young wen is their strength.” The 
way to keep that strength Js to refuse 
to allow the sinful dissipations to sap 
the virility of youth. 

King Solomon warns the young peo- 
ple against ain, because young folks 
are apt to be thoughtlessly reckless, 
They do not want to be bad; they bave 
no Intention of throwing overboard all 
the past teachings of probity and rigbt; 
they are naturally religious; they say 
their prayers: when they arise in the 
morning; they, say thelr prayers again 
before golng to bed at night. But they 
nre full of funand animal spirits, They 
laugh and sing and frolic just ns a colt 
eapers, a kitten plays with ber tall and 
a bird flies hither and thither for the 
mere pleasure of fying. A full blood- 
eå lad cannot keep still, He squirms 
and twists and whispers and passes 
notes In the schoolroom. Ile does about 
everything that the teacher tells him 
not todo. If you ask Lim why he does 
thua, he could not answer. What 
achoolboy When out in the country has 
not tried to sce how near he could 
«kate to the nirhole in the ice? What 
Loy has not fished when standing upon 
u rolling log or bas wot tried to walk 
across a dangerous trestle or bns not 
climbed a steep precipice until his 
brain was dizzy with vertigo? What 
boy has not tried to swim across a riv- 
er merely becouse the older boys sar 
be could not? 

When Benedikt Arnold was a young 


man, he would catch hold of the spokes 
of the mill wheel and be dragged round 
and round, in and out of the water, 
merely to terrorize the miler, who 
thought the boy was going to die. 
When a healthy boy at boarding school, 
did you not love to go rowing? Did 
you not pull the boat so far from shore 
that when the storm came up it was 
almost Impossible to get back? 

That is the spirit with which young 
people enter a large city. This is the 
first time you have ever been away 
from home. At the first manifestation 
of sin you were shocked and horrified. 
You were always accustomed to a sa- 
cred Sabbath. You went to church 
regularly. But now you find that most 
of the clerks and students in the board- 
Ing house consider Sunday a play day 
instead of a holy day, a time for out- 
door sports instead of sacred commun- 
fon. Then you begin to grow hard- 
ened. Instead of keeping your toe to 
the straight line of principle you are 
willing to make small digressions. 
You say, “This will not hurt me, and 
the other thing will not hurt me.“ 
Now it will be taking a Sunday drive; 
tomorrow it will be drinking a glass of 
beer or lounging about a poolroom; the 
next day it will be playing a game of 
cards for a small wager; the next day 
it will be going to a cheap variety 
show. Oh, young man, I beseech you, 
by the help of God, to resist these first 
yieldings to sin! It is not stupidity to 
be pure and good and upright; It is not 
cowardly to run away from the bland- 
ishments of sin. The first wrong step 
may be the step over the brink of eter- 
nal death; the first flush of shame man- 
tling the cheek may be the hell flame 
destroying the soul. “My son, if sin- 
ners entice thee, consent thou not.” 

Avold Danger. 

A wealthy gentleman once advertised 
for a conchman, To every applicant 
who came he put this one question, 
“How near can you drive a team of 
horses to the edge of a precipice with- 
out golng over?” “Well,” answered 
one would be coachbman, “I can go 
within twenty feet.” “Well,” answered 
another, “I could go within twelve 
feet.” “Well,” answered a third, “I 
could go within eight feet,” and anoth- 
er said, “Within five feet.“ At lust 
one applicant said, “If the horses 
amounted t> anything, I would be so 
frightened that I would take the other 
side of the road and get as far away 
from the precipice as I could.“ “Ah,” 
answered the gentleman, “you are the 
man I am looking for. 1 do not want 
the driver who runs into danger, but 
the man who will stay away. I'll hire 
yone Who is the wise navigator—the 
helMsman who points the ship's prow 
toward the reef where hundreds of 
wrecks strew the const or the pilot 
who keeps the keel in deep waters? 
Are you recklessly going to do that 
which your father and mother, the BI- 
ble, the church and all good men and 
all good women tell you not to do? 

King Solomon warns against sin be- 
cause young people are apt to become 
despondent. Perhaps this discourage- 
ment will be caused by homesickness. 
The loneliest place on earth ls a great 
city. In the country town you knew 
everybody, and everybody knew you. 
While the village minister was preach- 
ing you would be watching the neigh- 
bor's daughter, whom you expect some 
day to make your wife. When you 
trudged away to school, every farm 
wagon whieh went by was ready to 
give you a lift. When the poor woman 
back among the hills was sick, your 
mother made up á package and bade 
you carry it to the house. That poor 
woman always greets you now with n 
smile. But here in this great city you 
do not even kuow the man who lives 
across the hall. Perhaps you say 
“Good morning” to him, but that is all. 
When you come home at night, there 
is nothing but the cold, uninviting bed- 
room. You long again for the farm, for 
the thatched roof of tbe old bome- 
stead, for the smell of the new mown 
hay and the sight of the cider presses 
vehemently at work squeezing the or- 
chard's blood into barrels and casks. 
St. John's wilderness of rock is a fit 
name for o great city, It is a wilder- 
ness, and there are no wilder bensts of 
passion roaming among forests than 
some of the buman monsters which 
live bere. 

Perbaps your discouragement comes 
from Injustice. You may have been 
living in the great city now for two 
years, You worked, and worked bard. 
Then came n vacancy in the store. Cf 
course you expected the promotion, but 
another clerk under you who was not 
os bright nor us faithful as you bad 
influence, and he was pushed nhend. 
Then you protested—and yehemently 
protested. All that the manager did 
was to Inugh and say, “Well, if you 
don't like it get out.” You could not 
get out. You had no place to go. You 
tzullenly went back to the desk, sny 
Ing: “What ts the use of trying? Hom 
esty is not the best policy.” 

“If Sinners Entice Thee.” 

Perhaps your discourngement came 
in a cruel way. You bad your foot 
upon the lowest rung and were begin- 
ning to climb the ladder of success, 
when suddenly the hard times came. 
The firm dissolved and you were dis- 
charged. You are now not only looking 
for a new place, but you have to com- 
mence all over again. Now comes the 
warning against temptations. Now the 
old sage tells me to put the hand of 
love upon your shoulder and say, “My 
son, If sinners entice thee, consent thou 
not.” 

I give you this warning gladly and 
willlugly, my brother, because these are 
the troubles which are fitting you for 

the mighty successes which are to 
come, Remember this great lesson— 
anything which develops quickly dies 
quickly. The Insects are generated and 
grow to maturity In a few hours, but 
they also die of old age by night. The 
gourd which spread itself as an um- 
brella over the bead of ‘the prophet 
Jonah withered as soon ns it waa touch. 
od of the east wind. The flower which 


.sossoms in the spring goes to seed be- 
fore the fall, It takes years and years 
to develop a cedar of Lebanon. It 
takes centuries upon centuries to bury 
a coal mine, It takes at least onescore 
years to make a man, and the more ob- 
stacles you can overcome the more of 
a giant you will be. Only the goda 
can reach the stars. Man can become 
like unto a god if God is with him and 
he keeps on stretching. 

There is a beautiful story told of a 
missionary who became very much dis- 
couraged. No conversions resulted 
from his work, He determined to leave 
his field. That night as he slept he 
bad a strange dream. He dreamed that 
an angel had given him a hammer and 
placed him before a huge rock and 
said to him, “Pound, and keep on 
pounding.” He pounded on, but could 
not break the rock, Because he was 
unsuccessful he sat down and wept. 
But while he wept the angel again ap- 
peared and sald, “Why dost thou 
weep?” Because I cannot break the 
rock.” “Then,” said the angel, “thou 
hast nothing to do with the results. 
Pound and pound, and keep on pound- 
ing, whether thou breakest the rock or 
no.” The dreamer arose, picked up 
the hammer and smote the rock with a 
mighty blow. Lo, the rock broke! 
Solomon bids me give to you the ham- 
mer of persistence. He tells me to 
point you to the rock of adveralty, say- 
ing: “Strike, strike, until the fires of 
heaven flash! Strike for your life! 
And keep on striking!” 

King Solomon warns the young folks 
against sin because evil companions 
are always the first to extend the right 
hand of welcome. The good young man 
says: “I cannot afford to associate with 
every one, I cannot go with every 
stray acquaintance whom I meet upon 
the street.

“U. 8. Department of Agriculture, 
Climate and Crop Bulletin of the 
Weather Bureau, Maryland ana Dela- 
ware Section, week ending Monday, 
May 20th"’ 

Gardens are suffering in all districts 
from the prevailing dryness. Tomato 
plants are growing nicely, but they 
cannot be set out to advantage while 
the dry weather, continues. Early 
sugar corn has been hurt by the low 
morning temperatures, and needs rain 
badly. Cabbage, cantaloupes and mel- 
ons look quite well in most localities, 
Sweet potatoes are still being set out; 
they suffered somewhat from frosts in 
parts of Anne Arundel County, Peas 
need rain in all districta; they aro in 
full blossom over the southern coun 
ties, and the pode are approaching 
maturity in places; picking will begin 
in the early crop during the coming 
week, Strawberries are ripening over 
the interior and south, but the cool 
weather has kept the shipments of the 
past week from becoming heavy, and 
the berries are not as large as they 
would have been under the influence of 
warm sunshine; a heavy yield is gen- 
erally expected, however, Potatoes 
are now about all planted, and are 
coming up slowly where this work has 
recently been completed; the early po- 
tatoes are generally a good stand, and 
the vines show blossom in paris of St, 
Mary's County; bugs are reported from 
many localities, but they have done 
very little harm as yet.

City Hill, May 20, 1902. 
To the Honorable City Council: 

Gentlemen—The citizens of Balis- 
bury have again honored me by an 
election to the office of Mayor. It be- 
comes my duty in accordance with the 
Charter to submit for your considera 
tion a brief report of the condition of 
our city, and most respectfully ask 
permission to make a few suggestions 
and recommendations to your Honor- 
able body as follows: 

I find upon thorough investigation 
that our streets are in a creditable con 
dition but believe by unremitting 
energy on the part of our street Com- 
missioner that some improvements can 
be made without incuring much extra 
expense to the city. In this connec- 
tion, in order to properly drain the 
streets I would recommend that the 
gutters in the main thoroughfares 
should be made of brick or cement and 


[thatthe underground drains at crosa- 


dug should be made of terra cotta in- 
stead of wood. Our side walks are ina 
fair condition with a few exceptions, 
but I notice on account of the quality 
of the brick used they become very 
uneven and broken, which necessitates 
more frequent repair, I would, there- 
fore, suggest that in fhe passage of fu 
ture paving ordinances that you re- 
quire the use of the best paving brick 
obtainable in paving and repairing our 
sidewalks, 

I notice with pleasure that during 
the past year quite a numberof new 
pavements have been luid, notably 
among them are the paving of Division 
street to the Cemetery and the paving 
of Broad street from Division to East 
Church street, 

In my former message | suggested 
the importance cf laying out streets 
that are wide and at right angles, and 
the planting of rows of trees. This I 
notice in some cases has been neglected 
and as there are quite a number of new 
streets being laid out and opened I 
hope you will pardon me for again

The former 
being a dangerous practice and the 
latter an intolerable nuisance, I 
earnestly ask the co operation of your 
Honorable body in the enforcement of 
these ordinances as well as all others. 
It has been and still is my purpose to 
enforce the ordinances of the city, but 
in order that I shall be successful it 
will be necessary to have your hearty 
co-operation and the co-operation of 
the subordinate officers as well, and 
with your help it is my purpose to re 
quire the police department a more 
rigid enforcement of laws and opdi- 
nances than has been done in the®past. 
If you in your wisdom can devise some 
means -to rid the city of worthless 


tramps you will no doubt go down in 
history as benefactors of your race.

Five Offices Filled by the President 
Jackson Likely to be Ignored—Sal- 
isbury Post Office Fight. 


On Thursday President Roosevelt 
sent to the Senate the nominations of 
the following for the Federal offices 
named in Maryland: 

Robert A. Ravenscroft, for Surveyor 
of Customs, Baltimore, Maryland. 

William F. Stone, for Collector of 
Customs, district of Baltimore, Md. 

Wm. T. Malster, for Naval Officer 
Baltimore, Md. 

John C. Rose, for United States At- 
torney, district of Maryland, 

John F. Langhammer, Marshal for 
the District of Maryland. 

The offices of Sub-Treasurer, Internal 
Reyenue Collector and Appraiser have 
not as yet been filled. It is universally 
conceded, however, that Phillips Lee 
Goldsborough will receive the Collec- 
torship and that C. Ross Mace will be 
named for the Appraisership, As both 
Congressman Jackson and Congressman 
Madd have endorsed Mr. Bowling of 
Mr. Mudd's district for the position of 
Sub-Treasurer, it would seem almost 
certain that Mr. Jackeon is to be ig- 
nored by the President. 2 

What effect this turning down of 
Mr. Jackson will have on the future 
politics of the State and more particu- 
larly in the First District is being dis- 
cussed by the politicians throughout 
the State with much interest. Many 
believe that this will result in the re 
fusal of Mr. Jackson to again accept 
the nomination for Congress and the 
First District will swing back into the 
Democratic column with one of her 
old tıme majorities, This opinion has 
many supporters and is founded on the 
belief that Mr. Jackson will bide his 
time and in the campaign next year 
make the supreme effort of his life to 
elect and control enough members to 
the Legislature to be elected United 
States Senator himself, or at the least 
to prevent the re-election of Senator 
McComas who has been opposed to the 
recognition of Jackson from the start. 

Locally much interest is manifest as 
to the effect, if any, the triumph of the 
McComas-Goldsborough faction will 
have on the Post Office fight here in 
Salisbury. The contest is between Mr. 
E. 8. Adkins, the present incumbent, 
and Mr. M. A. Humpbreys of this city. 
Both are circulating petitions for the 
support of the public and during the 
past week the fight has gotten ‘‘pretty 
warm.” Some of the influential Re- 
publicans in town think that the con- 
test stands just as it did before the de- 
velopments of the past week and that 
Mr. Adkins will win easily while others 
take just the opposite view. A promi- 
nent Republican said toa reporter of 
the ADVERTISER, in an interview on 
the Post Office fight, “I am for Mr. 
Adkins and am on his petition, but 
since I dee that Mr, Jackson will be 
turned down in Washington I am sure 
Humphreys will be the man, I am 
one of anumber who are opposed to 
Mr. Humphreys because I believe 
Captain White is backing him and will 


get the credit of his appointment if 
made.’’

DON'T WANT TO PAY TAXES. 
Stock-holders of the B. C. & A4. R. R. 


Resist Attempt of Wicomico County 
Commissioners to Levy Them. 


The B. C. & A. Railway Company, 
through its attorney, Mr. N. P. Bond, 
is still resisting the efforts ef the Wi- 
ecmico County Commissioners to col- 
lect taxes on its property. The prop- 
erty of the railroad company toa value 
of 8700, 000, was first put on the assess- 
ment books of Wicomiso county in 
1899, on the edvice of Mr. James E. 
Ellegood, who had been retained as 
counsel for the Board. The railroad 
company declined to pay the taxes 
assessed, on the plea that it wasexempt 
from taxation, by virtue of exemption 
from taxation of the old Baltimore & 
Eastern Shore railroad of which it was 
the successor. Mr. Ellegood argued 
that the exemption from taxation ex 
pired when the Baltimore & Eastern 
Shore Railroad ceased to exist and 
was merged intothe B, C. & A. system, 
This contention was upheld by the 
Circuit Court and the Court of Appeals. 
The case was finally taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the U. S., which dis 
missed it, claiming that it had no juris- 
diction in the case. This week Judge 
Morris, fof the U. S. Circuit Court, in 
Ba ore, heard argument upon de 
murrer in the case of the railroad ve. 
the Wicomico County Commissioners, 
to restrain the latter from collecting 
taxes on the railroad property for 1900 
and 1901, Mr. Ellegood appeared be- 
fore the Court in behalf of the County 
Commissioners and made substantially 
the same argumenton which he had 
previously won the case against the 
railroad in the lower courta.

Price of Texas Feeders. 

Reports from Wyomlng are to the ef- 
fect that the range owners in that state 
are having great difficulty in getting 
feeding cattle from southern sources to 
eat up the coming supply of grass. It 
ig stated that the prices demanded by 
Texas growers are from $24 to $26 per 
head as against $21 and $22 last sea- 
son, The Wyoming men say that they 
cannot afford to pay the added cost as 
the margin, with so much to pay for 
freight and commissions, is too slight. 
They say that the additional $2 to $5 
they must pay if they take the Texas 
feeders will just knock all the possible 
protit off the transaction, and it will 
not pay them to court probable losses 
without the corresponding chance to 
make money. Therefore the situation 
in Wyoming is rather mixed, but it is 
likely that it will level off after awhile, 
as it usually does, 

Shorthorns and Durhams, 

Again there are calls for Information 
as to the difference between Shorthorns 
and Durbams and tbe difference be- 
tween Polled Durhams and Sborthorus. 
The latest Inquiry is from Wisconsin. 
Durham is the old fashioned name for 
the Shorthorn cattle. It is not now 
used by people who keep posted. It 
has not been in anything like general 
use for many years. Polled Durhams 
are hornless Shorthorns. Two varle- 
tles exist. One is called double stand- 
ard because it originated from a horn- 
less Shorthorn cow and bas been bred 
pure in Shorthorn blood. The other 
variety bas been produced by the use 
of Shorthorn bulls on native horuless 
or mulley cattle.—Breeder’s Gazette, 

Calorimeter Test. 

Dr. II. P. Armsby, director of the ex- 
periment station at Pennsylvania State 
college, suys that he has found that a 
steer in the respiration calorimeter 
loses welght at the rate of 44% ounces a 
day when standing up and gains at the 
rate of G\% ounces when lying down. 
This is a scientifc confirmation of the 
fact that feeding animals need a place 
to lie down and that quiet and content- 
ed animals make best galins. 

Dr. Armsby says further that the 
heat generated in fattening animals is 
more than sufficient for thelr needs aud 
that these animals do not need warm 
stables, another fact that breeders have 
known for 4 long time, but which some 
scientists have been Inclined to dispute,

MORE VOLCANO VICTIMS 


Mont Pelee Broke Loose Without 
a Moment’s Warning. 


NORTH END OF ISLAND DESERTED 


People of Morne Rouge Made a Wild 
Race For Life, and It Is Thought 
Few Escaped the Awful Rain of 
Fire, Mud and Stones. 


Fort De France, May 29.—The north 
end cf Martinique is now deserted. The 
last eruption of Mont Pelee created a 
panic, and the inhabitants of Grand 
Riviere and Basse Pointe and the coast 
east of Mont Pelee were brought here 
yesterday. 

As a result of the eruption of Mon- 
d few who remained at Morne 
Rouge escaped. 

Again has Mont Pelee spoken, and 
again has death visited the fated 
island. On Monday a party started for 
the vicinity of the volcano, taking with 
them several native guides. Tney went 
on horseback. Mont Pelee had been 
silent for several hours, and there was 
little reason to believe that danger was 
near. 

They arrived at Morne Rouge, two 
miles from Mont Pelee, Monday after- 
noon and intended to start for the cra- 
ter on Tuesday morning. They were 
invited to dine with the priests of the 
church, and were seated at table, when, 
without warning, Mont Pelee broke 
loose. It was the worst eruption since 
the one that destroyed St. Pierre. The 
noise we .jremendoys. There was a 
rain of fire, stones, mud and lava, and 
an electric display which was fearful. 
Again the people were panic-stricken.

They ran here and there, shrieking and 
screaming. Fifty went into the church 
with the priests. Their fate is uncer- 
tain. It is possible that not one es- 
caped. Others ran for miles. One 
walked part of the way here, covering 
nearly 40 miles, and has just arrived. 
Immense quantities of molten lava 
were thrown to the southwest. A new 
crater, about half way up the side of 
the mountain, is active, and there is 
great fear here for the fate of the 
island. 

So many people have left Fort De 
France that the town is almost empty. 

A tremendous explosion of very 
black smoke from Mont Pelee at a 
quarter before nine o'clock yesterday 
morning accentuated the fear enter- 
tained for the safety of George Ken- 
nan, the American author, who, with 
a land party, has been examining the 
northern part of the island. Fernand 
Clerc, a wealthy landed proprietor of 
Martinique, arrived here and an- 
mounced that Mr. Kennan and his par- 
ty were safe on a plantation at the 
north end of the island. 

Professor Robert T. Hill, United 
States government geologist and head 
of the expedition sent to Martinique 
by the National Geographical Society, 
who left Fort De France Monday on 
horseback for the volcano, returned 
here Tuesday. Speaking personally of 
hia expedition to Mont Pelee, Profes- 
sor Hill said: “My attempt to examine 
the creater of Mont Pelee has been fu- 
tile. At 7 o'clock Monday night I wit- 
nessed, from a point near the ruins of 
St. Pierre, a frightful explosion from 
Mont Pelee and noted the accompany- 
ing phenomena. While these erup- 
tions continue no sane man should at- 
tempt to ascend to the crater of the 
volcano. Following the salvos of de- 
tonations from the mountain, gigantic 
mushroom-shaped columns of smoke 
and cinders ascended into the clear 
star-lit sky and then spread, in a vast 
black sheet to the south and directly 
over my head. Through this sheet, 
which extended a distance of ten miles 
from the crater, vivid and awful light- 
ning-like bolts flashed with alarming 
frequency. They followed distinct 
paths of ignition, but were different 
from lightning, in that the bolts were 
horizontal and not perpendicular. This 


| is indisputable evidence of the explo- 


sive oxidation of the gases after they 
crater, This is a most im- 
portant observation, and explains in 
part the awful catastrophe. This phe- 


| nomenon is entirely new in volcanic 


history.

The officers in 
command at once gave the order to 
break ranks, and 50 militiamen were 
detailed to the work of rescue. Hurry 
calls were sent for police reserves and 
ambulances, and in a very short time 
those who fell were assisted out of the 
excavation, and the work of binding 
up wounds and conveying those most 
injured to hospitals was in full swing. 

The authorities are busy cndcavoring 
to discover who was to blame for the 
accident. Coroner Scholer says the 
sidewalk had not been built of material 
strong enough to stand such a great 
weight as burdened it last evening. He 
said the real cause of the accident was 
the giving way of an upright timber, 
12 by 12 inches in dimensions, 
that extended from the bottom of the 
excavation to the cross beams on which 
the sidewalk rested. About three feet 
of this timber, he said, was rotten and 
very weak. Considering the nature of 
the accident and the number of per- 
sons in it, the hospital surgeans ex- 
press surprise at the few who received 
serious hurts. Many were able to go 
directly home after having their in- 
juries treated by the ambulance sur- 
geons. E. L. Coolidge, who was killed, 
received a fracture of the skull. He 
leaves a widow and four children. 

The coroner ordered the arrest of 
Contractor Cowan and of J. G. Miller, 
the sub-contractor. Mr. Cowan, how- 
ever, had heard of the accident, and 
went to the police station, where he 
saw the coroner. Cowan explained that 
he was not responsible for the acci- 
dent and promised» to appear at the 
inquest in case he was wanted. James 
Lawton, foreman of the work at the 
building, was arrested by the police 
and later allowed to go under ball of 
$2,000, a charge of homicide having 
been placed against him The con- 
tractor, sub-contractor and foreman in- 
sist that they warned the police to 
was not built to stand 
strain.

York, Pa., May 27.— Mrs. John An- 
stine, aged about 50 years, wife of a 
farmer residing near Red Lion, this 
county, was found lying in a woods 
near her home last night, having been 
brutally murdered by some person as 
yet unknown. She was lying on her 
face behind a pile of rails, her head 
crushed in, her face and neck cut and 
her dress cut and torn. She had been 
to Red Lion and had started to walk 
home. She was soon near the woods, 
but as she had not reached her home 
by nearly nightfall her family started 
to search for her, finding the body. 
There is no clue to the murderer as 
yet. 


Flowers For McKinley's Grave. 

Washington, May 28.—A floral trib- 
ute was sent from here today by the 
Department of the Potomac, G. A. R., 
to be placed on the casket containing 
the body of President McKinley, at 
Canton, O, on Memorial Day. George 
E. Davis, quartermaster general of the 
department, conferred with Secretary 
Cortelyou, and it was decided to send 
the remembrance to Mrs. McKinley 
for her to take to the cemetery. A 
similar offering la to be sent from the 
White House. 


Stole Securities Worth $30,000. 

Baltimore, May 29.—Mrs. Sallie B. 
McCall was arrested last night and is 
held for the Philadelphia authorities. 
She is charged with the theft of jew- 
elry and securities valued at $30,000 
from Mrs. Caroline Bradstetter, of 
Philadelphia. Mrs. McCall admitted 
having the alleged stolen goods, but 
declined to state where she had con- 
conlod them until she had a conference 
with her attorney in Philadelphia.

KILLED BY AN ELEPHANT 


Angry Beast Threw Man to the Ground 
and Crushed Him to Death. 

New York, May 29.— Tops.“ a fe- 
male elephant of the Forepaugh & Sells 
Circus, killed a man yesterday at the 
show ground of the circus in Brooklyn. 
The victim was Joseph Blunt, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind. He went to the elephant's 
enclosure, where the animals were 
waiting for their breakfast, and each 
stuck out his trunk to “shake hands” 
as Blunt passed down in front of them, 
it being the custom of the trainers to 
salute each elephant with a gentle tap. 
Blunt had a beer gless in his hand, 
and when he approached Tops“ he 
shoved it at her instead of giving the 
usual greeting. This act seemed to 
offend the great beast. In an instant 
she seized the man with her trunk, 
and after hurling him violently to the 
ground, knelt on him and crushed him 
to death. Keepers came to the rescue 
too late. They drove “Tops” back and 
removed the body. 


PHILIPPINE VOTE ON TUESDAY 


Senate at Last Agrees On Date to Die 
pose of Measure. 

Washington, May 29.—An agreement 
was reached in the senate yesterday 
by which a final vote on the pending 
Philippine government bill and all 
amendments will be taken next Tues- 
day at (p. m. Pending the vote, the 
senate will meet at 11 o'clock each day 
except tomorrow, when the senate will 
not sit, it being Memorial Day. On 
Monday and Tuesday the debate will 
be under the 15-minute rule. 

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, explained 
the bill at length yesterday and urged 
its enactment, maintaining that It 
would advance the Interests and pro- 
mote the prosperity of the islands. In 
his judgment it would be a mistake 
to accord to the Filipinos now self- 
government and independence. Such 
a proceeding could result, he said, only 
in disaster to the inhabitants and pos- 
sible anarchy in the islands. 


BOERS STILL FIGHTING 


British Mounted Troops Had Engage- 
ment With Strong Force. 

Middleburgh, Transvaal, May 29,— 
Major Collett, with a detachment of 
the mounted troops of this district, 
encountered a force of Boers on the 
Repon road on Tuesday. The engage- 
ment which followed lasted for a long 
time, the enemy finally drawing off, 
leaving behind them on the field Com- 
mandant Malon, who was mortally 
wounded. 

An armored train engaged the same 
party of Boers Tuesday evening, but 
no details of the latter engagement are 
at band. 


Concluding Peace Negotiations. 

London, May 29.—The Daily Chron- 
icle this morning declares that the ne- 
gotiations which will be practically 
concluded in the course of the pres- 
ent week will witness the termination 
of the war In South Africa. The pa- 
per says it understands that the gov- 
ernment has declined to grant the 
rebels unqualified amnesty or to fix a 
date for the establishment of self-gov- 
ernment, and that the English will 
probably be the official language In the 
two colonies, 


Spanish Cabinet Resigned. 

Madrid, May 28.—A crisis in the 
cabinet has occurred. At the meeting 
of the cabinet yesterday Senor Cana- 
lejas, the minister of agriculture, in- 
sisted upon the necessity of convening 
the chamber immediately to discuss 
the religious question. The other min- 
laters opposed this proposal, and 
Senor Canalejas resigned, After this 
action the remainder of the cabinet 
placed their portfolios at the disposal 
of Senor Sagasta, the premier, to en- 
able him to solve the difficulty. p 


Volcanic Material Near Charleston. 

Charleston, 8. C., May 29.—Consid- 
erable quantities of pumicelike ma- 
terial, believed to be from the vol 
canoes in the West Indies, is drifting 
on the shores of the islands in this vi- 
cinity. Fishermen also have brought 
in pieces of it from the sea, It is dark 
in color and brittle, with varied 
streaks, very light in weight and floats 
on the surface of the water. It is sup 
posed the Gulf stream brought it to 
this region. 


Strike On Monday Next If Conces- 
sions Are Not. Granted. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 27.—The op- 
erators are more cheerful than they 
have been at any time since the strike 
began. Returns from several districts 
where the engineers and pumpmen 
were polled show that many voted 
againat a strike. The operators de- 
clare that they will now have no dif- 
ficulty In keeping their pumps going, 
and that although all the firen.en go 
out they will be able, with their clerks 
and bosses, and the aid of the coal and 
iron policemen, to keep up steam. 

lf they need non-union firemen they 
can get them readily, they state. The 
men needed to man the fires will be 
housed at the mines in order that the 
strikers shall have no opportunity to 
interfere with them without breaking 
Into the company's grounds. 

As a result of a poll made by the 
executive board, the local mine work- 
ers' leaders expect that all the engi- 
neers, firemen and pump runners in 
the Seventh, or Hazleton, district will 
respond to the strike order on Monday 
next if they are not granted Air tisut- 
hour day by that time. In this region 
all these men are affiliated with the 
United Mine Workers. Some of the 
firemen and pump runners wanted to 
go out with the miners two weeks 
ago, but were restrained by the dis- 
trict officers. Meetings of t.e e.ecu- 
tive board are held daily, and the 
leaders are in close touch with the sit- 
uation at every colliery. 

Coxe Bros. & Co. had agents in town 
last night, offering $3 a day tò men 
wanted as pump runners, to take the 
places of the strikers on Monday. At 
the Derringer colliery of Coxe Bros. 
& Co. such feeling has been mani- 
fested by the people against a clerk 
who took the place of a fireman that 
he fears to return to his home. He Is 
quartered in a caboose near the mine. 
The caboose is guarded day and night 
by two special officers. 

It is not possible to conceal the fact 
that the mine workers, especialy in 
the Lehigh region, are becoming very 
restless. The miners in the last 
named region openly declare that they 
will not permit the pumps to be run 
by non-union men. The spirit of un- 
rest is also, according to reliable re- 
ports, pronounced in all three districts 
and the conservative leaders are ap- 
prehensive lest disorder should occur 
before the return of Mr. Mitchell, who 
is expected by Thursday.

Tho at- 
tendante was so good that an add“ 
tional school will be started today. 

It was learned last night that Dun- 
can Moorehead, the timekeeper at the 
Carson washery, had been shot by a 
drunken Italfan, who narrowly missed 
wounding several other people on the 
Yorktown bicycle path, as he was on 
his way home to McAdoo on Sunday 
night. The Italian is a striking miner, 
but it is asserted that be did not 
know Moorehead, and thet the shoot- 
ing was purely accidental. 


PREDICTS GREAT STRIKE 


Frank P. Sargent Says Soft Ccal Men 
Will All Go Out. 

St. Louis, May 29.—Frank P. Sar- 
gent, head of the Brotherhool of Laco- 
motive Firemen, member of the Na- 
tional Labor Arbitration Committe, of 
which Senator Hanna is chairman, and 
who has been appointed coinmissioner 
of immigration, stated yesterday that 
a general sympathy strike of all the 
soft coal miners in the United States 
would probably be ordered. He de- 
clared that the mine owners of the 
Pennsylvania coal region had refused 
absolutely to treat with the miners, 
and a sympathy strike of the soft cosi 
men was the only recourse, 

“There are between 425,000 and 450. 
000 soft coal miners throughout the 
country, and not one unlon in my judg- 
ment would hesitate a moment to re- 
spond favorably to a call for a general 
strike. That there will pusTiively be 
such a strike I cannot say offictally. 
My opinion la based solely on a confer- 
ence I held with President Mitchell,” 

Mr. Sargent arrived in St. Louis yes- 
terday and will confer with the labor 
leaders. 


THE CZAR IN DANGER 


Woman With An Infernal Machine Ar- 
rested at His Palace. 

London, May 29.—A St. Petersburg 
dispatch to the Central News states 
that the police have arrested a woman 
at the Imperial palace at Zarskoe Solo, 
who had an inferna] machine concesled 
on her person. 

The palace at Zarskoe Selo is only 
a few miles from St. Petersburg. Ac- 
cording to recent advices the Czar 
‘was domiciled there.

Another, and most sig- 
nificant, reason is the prevailing policy 
of our officials of doing the county's 
business on business methods, whereby 
the people are getting infinitely more 
for the money spent. There is a stead- 
ily growing public sentiment in favor 
of judicious but liberal, expenditures 
in the permanent betterment of our 
public institutions—echools, roads, 
buildings, etc. Indeed, it is doubtful 
if the people are so much interested at 
the present time of prosperity in a re- 
duced taxation as they are in a proper 
and progressive policy of public im 
provement. 

The lesson of prudence and progress 
has been taught and the more adyanced 
element of society has caught the spirit 
of the teaching. Let our very capable 
Board of Commissioners enlarge and 
expand the present policy of public 
advancement. 


SAFETY GATES AT THE CROSSINGS. 

Recent observation and experience 
impel the ADVERTISER to sound a note 
of warning to the City fathers relative 
to the railroad crossings within the city 
limits of Salisbury. 

Two ‘at least of these crossings are 
exceedingly dangerous points, and a 
daily menace to the traveling public, 
and it seems to us that no time should 
be lost by the railroad authorities in 
properly safe guarding them. The al- 
most constant passage of teams and pe- 
destrians over the crossing at No. 3 
mill in South Salisbury and at the N. 
Y. P. & N. station in East Salisbury is 
very much interrupted and harrassed 
by the numerous freight and passenger 
traine going north and south, and it is 
pretty safe to say that hardly a 
day passes that a fearful accident is 
but narrowly averted. 

The surroundings and conditions at 
both points are such that the most 
careful and cautious may unwittingly 
get in the way of danger. The wonder 
is that so few casualties actually do 
occur. 

In November, 1890, when the late 
Thos. Humphreys was Mayor, and Mr. 
Thos. H. Williams, clerk, of the coun 
cil, an ordinance was passed requiring 
safety gates to be placed by the rail- 
roads at all their crossings. The rail- 
road people waited upon the mayor and 
council and the ordinance was modi 
fied. 

We believe that it should be at once 
re-inptated and the safety gates or some 
equivalent protection furnished. Fur- 
ther delay may result in no injury. On 
the other hand the mangled romains of 
a useful and esteemed citizen may be 
the fruits of procrastination 
Won't the Mayor and Council and 
the railroad authorities act at once? 


SENATOR HOAR’S ORATORY.

ury this same old man, George Frisbie 
Hoar, has sat in the Senate chamber 
and no one has had occasion to question 
his republicanism, but on Thursday he 
announced that his conscienge would 
not permit him to vote with his party 
on the Philippine question for its ex- 
ponents had forgotten the faith of their 
ancestors whose lessons fell upon ears 
of men dazzled by military glory and 
delirious with the lust of conquest.’ 
Concluding a powerful arraignment of 
the Republican policy in the Philip- 
pines, Mr. Hoar appealed to his col- 
leagues in these words: ‘Let us, at 
least, have this to say; We too have 
kept the faith of the fathers. We took 
Cuba by the hand. We delivered her 
from age-long bondage. We welcomed 
her to the family of nations. We set 
mankind an example never before be- 
held of moderation in victory. We 
kept faith with our own history, We 
kept our national honor unsullied. The 
flag which we received without a rent 
we handed down without a stain.’”’ 
The Maryland Civi! Service Reform 
Association on AERE appro ed a re- 
port which declared that since Mr. 
Roosevelt has beem President great 
progress has ben made in perfecting 
and extending the merit system. The 
country might be willing to accept [the 
report a little more cheerfully if it had 
explained why Payne was appointed to 
the cabinet, why ‘‘Headsman” Clark- 
son was made surveyor of the Port of 
New York add why Evans was crowded 
out of the pension office.

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MODERN ROAD CONSTRUCTION. 


Queen Anne County Takiog the Lead 
on the Eastern Shore aad Lively 
Agitation in Other Counties. 


The first piece of modern road con- 
struction on the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland is now in immediate pros- 
pect. Queen Anne’s is to take the 
lead, with a lively agitation for better 
highways in Cecil on one side, and 
Caroline, Dorchester, Wicomico, and 
Worcester on the other. The Queen 
Anne’s County Commissioners have 
set aside $500 to buy materials fora 
piece of road to be “constructed after 
the best methods. Mr. W. Irvin Wal- 
ker, a resident of Queen Anne’s, is the 
chief promoter of the movement. 

The stretch of road to be improved is 
part of the highway between Chester- 
town and Centerville. The heaviest 
traffic between the two county-seats is 
said to pass over it. R-sidents, both of 
Kent and Queen Anne’s will therefore 
be able to observe the value of better 
road work and the results to be reached 
with a specified sum. Mr, Walker has 
had the active cooperation of the Mary- 
land Geological Survey’s Highway 
Division, and those residing near the 
place where the work is to be done 
have assured him of the necessary 
labor. The Road Inquiry Office at 
Washington will also assist by securing. 
to Oneen Anne's the louu of the ma- 
chinery necessary for the best results. 

Mr. Walker was in Baltimore on 
Monday and consulted with Mr. A. N. 
Johnson, the highway engineer of the 
Maryland Geological Survey, On Tues- 
day morning he inspected with Mr. 
Johnson a piece of slag road near Balti- 
more. He talked with the Washington 
office by telephone and was assured of 
the desired assistance in that quarter, 
Mr. Johnson went to Washington alone 
on Wednesday to make the necessary 
arrangements, He will go to Centre- 
ville on Monday, and, in company with 
Mr. Walker and the County Commis- 
sioners, will inspect the road to be im- 
proved. Upon the results of this in- 
epection he will report specific recom- 
mendations to the Commissioners when 
they meet on Tuesday. 


Steamer > Harits Launched. 


The newside wheel steamer, Mary- 
land, which is being built by the Har- 
lan and Hollingsworth Company for 
the Baltimore Chesapeake and Atlantic 
Railway Company, was launched at 
Wilmington, Del., last Saturday. The 
Sponsor was Miss Dora Dennis. daugh- 
ter of Judge J. Upshur Dennis, of 
Baltimore. 

The Maryland will be a very hand- 
some boat, and will bə equipped with 
all up to date improvements. She is 180 
feet in length over all, 55 feet 6 inches 
beam, has 10 feet 5 inches depth of 
hold, and will draw 5 feet of water. 
She is fitted with 5 bulkheads of extra 
heavy plate steel. She is to have 40 
ataterooms and accomimodaticns for 
200 persons in all. She is expected to 
attain a speed of 16 miles an hour. She 
is to be ready for delivery on July 5 
The work of building her was begun 
last December, The Maryland will 
make the seventeenth boat of the 
Company's fleet. Wheu completed, 
she will be used at first on the 
m ke river route of the Company.

Outlook for Fruit. 


U. 8. Department of Agriculture, 
Climate and Crop Bulletin of the 
Weather Bureau, Maryland Delaware 
Section, week ending Monday, May 
26th, gays: 

The outlook for fruit seems to grow 
leas promising as the season advances. 
dome growers attribute this condition 
to the dry weather and to the low tem- 
peratures of May 10th and 16th, while 
others think the heavy sleet storm of 
laat February is largely responsible. 
They are more united, however, in the 
belief that the earlier favorable pros- 
pecte no longer exist generally. In 
parts of the mountain peach belt a 
light crop is expected, but in other 
parta the outlook is still good, and in 
thp southeastern counties many of the 
peach trees are loaded with small fruit. 
Plums and pears are dropping to some 
extent. Early cherries are now going 
to market from Frederick and Wash- 
ington Counties, but the crop will be 
comparatively light; in Montgomery 
County the cherries have not yet ripen- 
ed, but they promise good yields. 
Apples are dropping badly in nearly all 
districts, and the returns are not ex- 
pected to be satisfactory. Some com- 
plaints of twig blight are reported in 
both apple and pear trees,

MILLIONS OF EOS. 


Brought Prom ihe West and latended for 
Future Delivery. 


Nearly 8,000,000 egge reached Phila 
delphia Saturday from the West. There 
were, according to the reports received 
from the railroad companies by the 
Philadelphia Produce Exchange, 8,000 
crates, each containing 80 dozen eggs, 
making a total of 9.880, 000. The price 
of eggs wholesale was 17} centa, but 
that does not indicate what these 
8,000 ‘crates cost. They were bought 
weeks ago by the large storage houses 
for future delivery. Some may be held 
until next winter. 

All of these egga are selected, each 
being tested by a candle, and they are 
regarded as the prime stock of the 
market, commanding a premium of 
from 1 to 14 cents over the other stock 
in the market. On Friday 11,000 
cases arrived from the West, contain- 
ing 3,960,000 egge, the largest receipts 
for any one day this year. Most of 
these also were put into cold storage 
warehouses. 


Good Outlook for Peaches. 


College Park, Md, May 26.—State 
Entomologist A. L. Quaintanve, of the 
Maryland Agricultural College, has re- 
turned from a trip through Kent and 
Queen Anne counties, and reports that 
the prospects for a good peach crop are 
excellent. The Alberta variety has 
been teverely attacked by the peach- 
leaf curl and the foliage is dropping. 
The fruit, however, is still hanging on, 
and there will probably be but little 
injury from the fungus. While the 
San Jose scale is quite prevalent, or 
chard ists are fully alive to the import- 
ance of treating it, and are prepared to 
keep the pest under control by rpray- 
ing. Considerable injury has been 
done to the strawberry crop in and 
around Ridgely by the strawberry 
weevil, a small beetle which cuts off 
the flowers. in which they deposit their 
eggs. The damage is variously report- 
ed at from 15 to 50 per cent.

bow room. As the great statesman 
jonce said, “There is plenty of room at 
ithe top of the ladder of success, nl- 
though thousands of bands may be 
reaching for the lowest rung.” 
| Every merchant knows of the sep 
arating or testing influence of the 
'twain mile. Wheu a position in the 
store became vacant, whom, In all prob- 
ability, did you promote to the va- 
-cancy—the clerk who bas been in the 
store for ten or fifteen years, the young 
man who bas never been willing to do 
{any more than be was compelled to do? 
Did you select the employee who was 
generally ten minutes late in the morn- 
‘ing, the clerk who bas his bat in bis 
and ready to run for home as soon as 
‘the bour hand points to the numeral 
6? Did you promote oue who seemed 
ito be Indifferent to his work and had to 
ibe watched day by day to be kept busy, 
ias a mother bas to watch a little child? 

No. The young man who received the 
»promotion was the poor country boy 
who entered your store with po recom- 

mendation except the willingness to 
travel the twain mile, the wüllugness to 
do more than be was told or paid to do. 
For years the twain mile youog man 
was the first exuployee ut Work lu the 

morning. Fer years be was the last 
person to leave the store at night 
| When the work piled up upon bis desk, 
unbidden by the bead of bis depart- 
tment he always stayed many bours 
overtime until the work was done. Ie 
was the young man who threw himself 
into bis allotted tasks with such inm 
tensity that be made bis employer's in- 
terests bis interests. 

Who ts the leading mectiber today of 
„the New York bar—the lawyer who 
when he graduated and could not find 
clients spent most bis time in the 
‘neighboring billiard ball? The young 
‘man who became an expert lu card 
playing or in jadging the ruces? No. 
He was the young lawyer who studied 
‘night and day and kept on studying. 
Ho was the young man who put bis 
pvhole beart and soul into the smallest 
‘cases which came to him. He did not 
‘fritter away his energies, waiting for 
the big cases to command his services. 
He is the twain mile lawyer, He does 

More than be is compelled to do. 
' How Daniel Webster Worked, 

A noted case was to be decided tn 


New York city. The chief counsel for 
the defense was suddenly taken sick, 
Within twenty-four hours the pe bad 


o be made before the jury. Daniel 
Webster at that time happened to be 
stopping at one of the hotels. He was 
sent for to come to the rescue, The 
next day he came Into the courtroom 
and made one of the clearest interpre 
tations of the most abstruse facts of 
the law ever delivered before a judge. 
He won his case, and was paid a fre 
mounting to thousands of dollars. 
When the friends crowded around to 
congratulate, declaring that he had per- 
formed a legal miracle, Mr. Webster 
answered: “My effort was no miracle, 
I did not prepare that address in a few 
hours. It took me months and months 
to master these facts of the law. The 
history of my plea is this: Many years 
ago, when a young man, I was engaged 
to defend a poor farmer. His case 
financially represented only a few dol- 
lars, Ithinka fifty dollar bill was my fee, 
It wasasma!! case, but the points of the 
law involved then were exactly the same 
as the legal points which I presented to- 
day. I went to Boston and bought 
many books. They cost me hundreds of 
dollars. I spent four exhaustive months 
in work upon that case. I am receiving 
today the reward of the mental labor 
which I expended for my country 
friend.” Mr. Webster was a twain 
mile lawyer. He was willing to do 
more than he was asked or paid to do. 
The same facts which have been stated 
in reference to the clerk and the law- 
yer are true when applied to the suc- 
cessful physician, the minister or in- 
ventor. They can be applied to the true 
temporal success of all men In every 
department of life. 

Now, God in the same way is testing 
the spiritual availability and the future 
usefulness of his seryants. He tests 
them by their willingness to travel the 
twain mile, to do more than they are 
asked todo. He tests them by the way 
they go and hunt up the poor invalids 
in the back alleys. He tests them by 
the way they are willing to assist in 
some mission work. Ile tests them by 
the way they are ready to teach in the 
Sunday school and by the way they 
take part in the Christian Endeavor 
prayer meetings. He tests them by the 
way the mistresses try to uplift the 
spiritual welfare of the kitchen and by 
the conversations the merchant has 
with the young clerk in reference to 
the salvation of the boy’s soul. 

My friend, you think your spiritual 
position in life is very humble, but you 
have a twaln mile to travel. That 
twain mile, whether it starts from the 
nursery, the factory, the mechanic's 
bench, the laborer's ditch or the farm- 
er's plow, heads straight up to the 
throne of grace. God is spiritually 
judging you today by what you are 
spiritually willing of your own accord 
to do for him. 


The Angel of the Twain Mile. 

The twain mile bas for a guide the 
angel of inspiring hope. The man who 
lives without ambition or without the 
hope of making something better out 
of bis life Is practically dead. He is 
like the branch of a tree In midwinter. 
All its latent buds are frozen. Then 
the sap of life is unable to flow, but 
when the spring comes then the snow- 
flakes melt away. Then the air Is redo- 
lent with incense. Then the tree takes 
on a new life. Later on, If the tree is 
an apple tree, Its branches are laden 
with the golden fruits. 

The pathway of the twain mile is al 
ways warmed by the life developing 
sunshine of hope. The young man says 
to himself: “I am ready to work years 
and yours If necessary in an incousple— 
uous position. | am ready to work 
hard aud do more than I am asked to 
do because I know that at last my 
employer will reward me with n higher 
position.” The young college student 
says, “l am ready to bury myself in 
my books and werk hard because | 
know that at lust there will come a 
time when my Industry will be recom- 
pensed us well as recognized.” 

The young man Is led along the twuln 
mile of sacrifice the more willingly be 
couse as he walks hand to hund with 
the sweet angel of Inspiring bope he 
reads the lives of the great men of the 
past. Ie finds that the position from 
which some of them started to climb 
the mountain of fume and usefulness 
wns often more bumble than that 
which he is Alling. He sees a poor, 
ignorant colored boy standing before 
the billboard poster trying to learn bow 
to spell. Then be sees the Ignorant col- 
ored boy grow into the great orator, 
until Frederick Douglass’ name be 
comes known over the civilized world. 
He sees n young man as a Bunday 
school teacher gather bis own class of 
rough boys by golng into one of the 
poorest and most depraved sections of 
Chicago, Then he bears of that young 
man, D. L. Moody, who was tbe great 
est evangelist of the lust century. He 
sees Dr. Barnardo called to his great 
work by being led by the band of a 
street urchin to where Afteen little 
boys were spending a winter night in 
a coal bin. There the great buman 
savior of the London street arab saw 
fifteen hungry urchins who were on 
thelr way, but for his rescue, toward 
the gallows, the penitentiary or the 
poorhouse, When the young man 
thinks of these great men, be says: "I, 
100, bave a mission in fe. I. too, can 
eccomplish some good for my fellow 
men if | am ready to travel the twalp 
mile of self sacrifice.” 

So the sweet faced angel of bope 
leads the disciple of Christ along the 
self sacrificing pathway of the twain 
mile. She puts the Bible into the dis- 
ciples hand and says: “Read, Chris- 
tian; read. That Bible is the promise 
God bas given to you. God declares 
Paat if you will do what be bids you 
do you shall have your reward for 
traveling the twain mile for bim.” 

Loaruing to Forgive. 

Tue twain mile is the place where the 
Christian traveler upon life's journey 
learns bow to forgive an injustice as 
well as to forget. Forgiveness is one 
of the gospel fine arta. It ia the power 
which comes into a Christian's life 
which practically says: “When I barve 


5 work to do and only a short time in 
which to do it, I cannot afford to be 
wasting my energies in foolishly nt- 
tacking those people who are attacking 
me. I cannot, as a general, be spending 
most of my time in pursuing a few for- 
aging „parties wlien I ought to be 
marching on toward the great city of 
Gospel Success." Besides that, the 
Vhristian traveler says to himself: 
Perhaps I have not done my full 
duty toward my enemies. Perhaps I 
have not been kind and loving enough. 
Perhaps I have not presented my 
Jesus in a clear, simple way. If 
I did, then I might change the foes 
of Christ into his loving disciples. | 
will forgive as well as forget. After 
mine enemy hý smitten me on one 
cheek I will turn to him the other also, 
After he has compelled me to go with 
him one mile I will go with him 
twain,” 

This is not an absurd interpretation 
to make of the Christian's feelings in 
reference to his enemies when he is 
trying to travel the twain mile of for- 
giveness. Almost without exception 
the truly great men who have conse- 
crated their lives to a temporal cause 
have been able to drop the bitter per- 
sonalities out of their existence. They 
were able to forgive as well as forget 
the persona! injustices which had been 
practiced against them. When the 
north German states were being weld- 
ed into the great confederacy of the 
German empire by the master states- 
man of the last century, Prince Bis- 
marck sald to a friend during the dark- 
est days of the struggle: “I must not 
think of what mine enemies might say 
or do. To attain this end I would 
brave all dangera—exile, indeed; the 
scaffold itself. What matter if they 
hang me provided the rope with which 
I am hanged binds this new Germany 
firm to the Prussian throne?” 

During the last days of the Southern 
Confederacy the southern army was 
fleeing toward Appomattox Court- 
house. On account of the awful bom- 
bardment it had dwindled Into a mere 
handful. General Robert E. Lee, one 
of the grandest characters in history, 
summoned a prominent general to his 
side and asked him what he should do. 
“Anything, General Lee,” answered 
the subordinate, “except surrender. 
We do not want your enemies to say 
that you had to give up your sword. 
Bid the soldiers scatter, and we will 
join the armies in the south. Do not 
spoil your grand record. Do not sur- 
render. “No,” answered General Lee; 
“I cannot think of myself. The war is 
hopeless. If the men disperse, they 
must live off the country and cause 
useless suffering. I must be true to 
what is right. I must not think of 
what people might say. I shall surren- 
der.” If such men could drop the per- 
sonalities out of their lives, all true 
Christian soldiers should be ready to 
travel the twain mile for Christ's cause. 
We should forget as well as forgive. 
We should no longer bave the enmities 
which some of us bear our fellow men. 

Jesus bas been given as an example 
for all his disciples to copy. What did 
Christ do when he was scoffed at and 
spit upon? Why, the enemies made 
so many charges against Christ that 
Pilate, In amazement, asked bim to say 
something and refute the charges. 
“Hearest thou not bow many things 
they witness against thee? And he 
answered him never a word, insomuch 
that the governor marveled greatly.” 
Christ came to save the world. Jesus 
did not bave time or Inclination to 
spend the last moments of bis earthly 
life fighting his detractors; neither 
should we. 


Nate's Worst Exemy,. 

The twain mile Is the place where 
the enemies of the true Christian are 
either mellowed or completely con- 
quered by love. As the willingness to 
love one’s enemies makes a man strong 
to go forth to the battle of life, so that 
willingness to love an enemy dulls the 
battleax of almost every foe. Love is 
the most dangerous enemy hate bas to 
combat. Love Is the duelist which will 
disarm many a fatal adversary. Love 
is the shield which can blunt or snap 
every plunging spear. Love is the daz- 
gling light which cau woo a smile from 
many a scornful lip and the tear of re 
morse from many a flashing eye. 

My brother, the difficulty with you 
and myself is we have been fighting 
our encmies with the wrong kind of 
weapon. We bave been fighting fire 
with fire, hate with hate, bitterness 
with bitterness, slander with slander, 
death with death. But now Jesus bas 
given to us a new way to conquer our 
enemies. We must disarm bate with 
love; we must submerge slander with 
forgiveness; we must answer a curse 
with a prayer; we must offer to the 
clinched fist an open palm; we must 
extend to every enemy a belplug band. 
Burely this idea is the interpretation of 
the words, “Whosoever shall smite thee 
upon thy right cheek, turn to bim the 
other also.” “Whosoever shall compel 
thee to go with bim one mile, go with 
him twain,” 

In anclent times, so goes the story, a 
Roman commander at the bead of his 
legion went forth to capture a great 
city. With rattle of chariot wheel and 
Dashing of spear and deflant standards 
and signaling bugle blast the Invading 
army approached the city wall. Much 
to their surprise, they found every gate 
wide open, The merchants were work. 
ing in their stores, the women were 
working In their kitcbens, the farmers 
were In their felds. The Roman com- 
mander asked In surprise of the Inhab- 
itanta who came forth to greet bim: 
“Where are your soldiers? We have 
Pme to Oght.” “We have no soldiers,” 
wns the answer of the Inbabitants, 
“We are a people of peace. We wel- 
tome you to our bomes. We will care 
for you as long as you wish to stay.” 
“Well,” answered the Roman com- 
mander, “if there are no soldiers to 
fight we shall march on.” The Roman 
army came to battle with sword and 
with spear, They were conquered by 
love. Bo our enemies bave been for 


years the walled and fort!. 
fed citadels of our hearts. If we woul 
open the barred gates of love to those 
enemies and lower the drawbridge of 
affection, we would capture nearly all 
of our toes by the power of love. Th 
twain mile may have its thisties s 
thorns dnd stony highways, but most 
of those thorn’ can be blanketed with 
the roses of Sharon. Most ort 
pebbled pathways can be tovered ov 
with a soft quilt of grass which 
grew at the foot of the tree out o 
which was cut the beam of the trosé. 
What True Love Means, 

The twain mile is the place wherd 
Jesus becomes to every Christian a 
treasured, loving personality. Well 
substantiated Is the fact that love 
grows as much upon what we do for 
others as what others do for us, upon 
what we are ready to give as upon 
what we are ready to receive, In order 
to have true love, we must be ready to 
lose our lives before we can have those 
lives come to their true development. 
We must be ready to die if we want to 
truly live as we ought to live, 

Why is a mother’s love the purest of 
all earthly love? Because the baby di- 
rectly does so much for the mother? 
Oh, no. There never was a bigger ty- 
rant who ever wielded a scepter than 
a little baby in the average heme. 
From the time the child is born until 
grown it practically does nothing for 
the mother. The mother is always do- 
ing something for the child. From the 
advent some one has to keep tending 


‘the child, The mother feeds it, dresses 


it, cares for it. For the first year, at 
least, the mother has a tugging silver 
cord of affection, with one end attached 
to the crib and the other end attached 
to her heart. She practically lives by 
the side of that child for weeks and 
months, Then, when the baby is sick, 
who nurses it—the graduate from the 
school for trained nurses? Oh, no. The 
trained nurse may come in and belp. 
The person who for weeks never takes 
off her clothes, the person who is nl- 
ways by the side of the crib and sees 
that the medicines are given regularly, 
the person who is anxiously touching 
the fevered cheek, is the mother, the 
sacrificing mother. 

Why is love generally purer and 
deeper and wider in the poor man's 
home than in the rich man's palace? 
Some people may declare that this 
statement is untrue, but if you have 
been around as a pastor as much as 
some ministers you will find that such 
a statement is true. The reason that 
love is generally sweeter and purer in 
the poor man's home la not because the 
poor man naturally has a bigger heart 
than the rich man, but the poor man 
has to daily sacrifice for his wife and 
children. When Christmas comes 
around, in order to have a Christmas 
tree, perhaps the father himself has 
to go without an overcoat. When bis 
sons are to be sent to college, in all 
probability the poor man will have to 
run into debt. He has to work over- 
time. He has to live in a small house 
upon a side street. His love feeds up- 
on his sacritices. So, my brother, if 
you and I want to love and truly love 
Christ, we must be willing to do some- 
thing for Christ. We must give our- 
selves body, mind and soul to bis serv- 
ice. We must be ready to travel for 
him the twain mile. It is because some 
of us ore not ready to travel this twain 
mile that Christ's teachings seem harsh 
and narrow and perbaps unsyimpa- 
thetic. 

Companion of the Twain Mile. 

Some years ago, in the mountains of 
North Carolina, a rich lady was riding 
along in her carriage, Being overtaken 
by a thunderstorm, sbe found shelter 
in a former's home. The place was 
very bumble, As in many poor bomes, 
there secmed to be healthy children 
everywhere, but there was also one 
crippled child. Tue rich lady said to 
the mother, “Can nothing be done for 
that child?” “No,” answered the moth- 
er, “nothing can be done. The village 
doctor sald the great surgeons in New 
York might help him, Of course we 
have no money to send him there.” 

She 
took bim to New York. While there 
the surgeons straightened out the erip- 
pled umbs.

Upon tbe one side of you will go, 
as I sald before, the sweet faced angel 
of inspiring hope, but upon the other 
side ue left side, the side nearest to 
the heart, you will bave for compan- 
fonship the One who sticketh closer 
than a brother, the One who will be 
by your side, even if your father and 
your mother should forsake: you. If 
you will only trust him, he will aut let 
you carry n burden greater than you 
ean bear. He will not let you have a 
sorrow which he cannot and will not 
cure. He will not let you shed u tear 
unless he Is ready to wipe it away.) He 
is used to traveling the twain mile, He 
once traveled that twain mile of bis 
own accord. He left heaven und trav- 
eled it to the foot of the cross to carry 
our sins aad to die for us, Christ glad- 
ly did all this for you.
